JOINT RULES 
CHAPTER 1. PRESIDING OFFICER— 
DECORUM, ORDER AND DEBATE 


1-1 The presiding officer of the senate is the president and the presiding 
officer of the house of representatives is the speaker. The presiding officer 
of each house shall take the chair on every legislative day at the hour to 
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which that house adjourned at the last sitting. After call to order, prayer 
by the chaplain and roll call, a report on the journal for the preceding 
legislative day shall be given in the presence of a quorum, and each house 
shall proceed with the regular order of business. 


1-2. The presiding officer of each house shall preserve order and decorum, 
and in case of disturbance or disorderly conduct, may order the galleries 
or lobbies to be cleared. 


1-3. The presiding officer of each house has general control and direction 
of the hall, chamber, rooms, passages and corridors of the house over which 
he presides. Reporters on assignment in either house are subject to place- 
ment by the presiding officer. 


1-4. The presiding officer of each house shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal by any member seconded by two other members. No 
member may speak more than once on an appeal without the consent of a 
majority of the house of which he is a member. 


1-5. When a member desires to speak he shall rise and address the pre- 
siding officer and, being recognized, shall speak standing in his place unless 
the presiding officer grants permission to speak from some other place on 
the floor. When two or more members rise at the same time the presiding 
officer shall name the member who is to speak first. 


1-6. When a member has been called to order, he shall sit down until the 
presiding officer determines whether he is in order or not. If the member 
is called to order for words spoken in debate, the language excepted to shall 
be taken down in writing by the chief clerk or secretary. 


1-7. Questions of privilege are: first, those affecting the collective rights, 
safety, dignity, and integrity of the proceedings of either house; and second, 
those affecting the rights, reputation and conduct of individual members 
of either house in their capacity as members. A question of privilege affect- 
ing either house collectively takes precedence over a question of privilege 
affecting an individual member. 


1-8. The presiding officer of each house, in the presence of the house over 
which he presides, after due notice and immediately after the title has been 
publicly read, shall sign the original and one copy of each enrolled bill 
originating in the house over which he presides. The fact of signing shall 
be at once entered upon the journal. At the time of signing, if a member 
signifies his desire to examine the bill he shall be permitted to do so. The 
bill shall then be sent to the other house where the same procedure shall be 
followed. (Based in part on Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 27.) 


1-9. The presiding officer of each house shall sign all payrolls and sub- 
poenas approved or issued by the house over which he presides. 


1-10. (1) A communication or paper shall be addressed to the presiding 
officer, and shall bear the name of the person submitting it. When the 
reading of a paper is called for and a member objects, it shall be determined 
by a vote of the house without debate. This subsection does not apply to 
bills, or to communications from the governor or the other house. 


(2) A paper for or against proposed legislation may not be placed on 
the desks of the members or circulated within the chamber unless the per- 
son responsible has signed it and has received permission from the chief 
clerk of ie house or the secretary of the senate to distribute it in the house 
concerned. 


CHAPTER 2. MEETINGS, QUORUMS AND ATTENDANCE 


2-1. The chamber of the senate and the hall of the house of representatives 
shall be open from 8 o’clock a.m. until 11 o’clock p.m. each day during the 
session, unless by resolution of the senate its chamber, or by resolution of the 
house its hall, shall be closed. 
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2-2. The hour of meeting of the senate is 10 a.m. unless otherwise ordered 
by the senate. The hour of meeting of the house of representatives is 10 
a.m. unless otherwise ordered by the house. 


2-3. Only the following persons may be admitted to the floor of the house 
of representatives or senate during sessions: executive officers, legislators, 
legislative employees, reporters, guests of members of the respective houses, 
and former members of the respective houses. 


2-4. Lobbying on the floor of the senate or house of representatives is pro- 
hibited during a session and within one-half hour prior to the commence- 
ment of a session. 


2-5. The sessions of each house and of the committees of the whole shall 
be open, unless the business is such as requires secrecy. (Montana Consti- 
tution, Art. V, Sec. 138) 


2-6. During the discussion of a motion to close the doors of either house to 
discuss business which may, in the opinion of that house, require secrecy, 
the presiding officer shall exclude all persons, except the members and the 
chief clerk or secretary. Every member and employee of such house shall 
keep secret all matters ordered to be kept secret. 


2-7. Neither house shall, without the consent of the other, adjourn for more 
than three days, nor to any other place than that in which the two houses 
shall be sitting. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 14) 


2-8. A majority of each house shall constitute a quorum to do business, 
but a smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and compel the attend- 
ance of absent members, in such manner and under such penalties as each 
house may prescribe. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 10) 


2-9. Unless he is excused, a member of the house or senate shall be pres- 
ent at every sitting of the house of which he is a member. 


2-10. In the absence of a quorum, a majority of members present in either 
house may compel the attendance of absent members by ordering a call of 
the house of which they are members. 


2-11. If a quorum is present, five members of the senate may order a 
call of the senate, and fifteen members of the house of representatives may 
order a call of the house. 


2-12. On a call of either house, a member who refuses to attend may be 
arrested by the sergeant-at-arms or any other person, as the majority of 
such members present shall direct. When the attendance of an absent mem- 
ber is secured after a call of either house, if the house of which he is a 
member refuses to excuse his absence, he shall not be paid any per diem 
during his absence and is liable for the expenses incurred in procuring his 
attendance. 


2-13. During a call of either house, all business of that house shall be sus- 
pended. After a call has been ordered no motion is in order except a motion: 
to adjourn or remove the call. The call may be removed by a two-thirds 
vote. 


CHAPTER 3. LEGISLATIVE EMPLOYEES 


3-1. The legislative assembly shall prescribe by law the number, duties and 
compensation of the officers and employees of each house; and no payment 
shall be made from the state treasury, or be in any way authorized to any 
such person, except to an acting officer or employee elected or appointed in 
pursuance of law. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 28) 


3-2. Except as provided in Joint Rule 3-3 and Joint Rule 3-4, the commit- 
tee on legislative administration of each house shall appoint the employees 
of each house, subject to the approval of the respective houses. 
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3-3. The committee on legislative administration of each house shall appoint 
secretaries for standing or special committees on recommendation of the 
committee chairman, subject to the approval of the respective houses. A 
secretary for a standing or special committee is immediately responsible to 
the committee chairman, but when not occupied with the duties of the 
committee, a secretary of a committee of the house of representatives shall 
work under the direction of the chief clerk of the house, and a secretary of 
a senate committee under the direction of the secretary of the senate. 


3-4. The minority floor leader of each house may appoint a private secre- 
tary, who is responsible to him. 


3-5. The secretary of the senate and chief clerk of the house of represen- 
tatives are responsible to the presiding officers of their respective houses. 
Their duties are: 


(a) To have custody of all records, bills, documents and other papers. 


(b) To supervise the keeping of the journal, engrossing, and enrolling, 
and the handling of bills and resolutions. 


(c) To deliver to the secretary of state at the close of each session, 
the journal, bill books and resolution books, and all copies of introduced and 
engrossed bills and joint resolutions. 


(d) To collect from the chairman or secretaries of all standing and 
special committees the minutes of such committees and deliver them to the 
state historical society. 


3-6. Journal clerks, bill clerks, engrossing and enrolling clerks, typists, and 
other employees responsible for legislative functions, except secretaries 
for standing or special committees, secretaries to presiding officers, and 
secretaries to majority and minority floor leaders, are immediately respon- 
sible to the secretary of the senate or the chief clerk of the house, subject 
to the general supervision of the presiding officer. 


3-7. The duties of the engrossing and enrolling clerks are: 


(a) To engross or enroll all bills delivered to them within forty-eight | 
hours after they have been received, unless further time is granted. 


(b) ‘To correct clerical errors, with the consent of the secretary of the 
senate or chief clerk of the house of representatives, in any bill originating 
in the house by which they are employed. Clerical errors such as the follow- 
ing may be corrected: 


(i) errors in spelling 
(ii) errors in numbering sections 


(iii) adding or deleting underlining or lines through matter to be 
stricken 


(iv) material copied incorrectly from the most recent Revised Codes 
of Montana. 


The secretary of the senate and chief clerk of the house shall inform 
the principal sponsor of all such corrections. No bill shall be corrected after 
engrossment. 


3-8. (1) The sergeants-at-arms are responsible to the presiding officers 
of their respective houses. Their duties are: 


(a) To maintain order under the direction of the presiding officer. 
(b) To execute commands and serve all processes. 


(c) To receive, distribute and have custody of supplies. 
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(d) To keep account for per diem and mileage of members and em- 
ployees, and prepare and submit all claims for payment. 


(e) To take an inventory at the close of each session of all furniture, 
fixtures, supplies and other property and turn such property over to the 
state controller for custody until the next session. One copy of the inventory 
shall be kept on file in the office of the sergeant-at-arms. 


(2) All expenditures of money appropriated for the operation of the 
legislative assembly must be approved by the committee on legislative ad- 
ministration of the house concerned. 


3-9. The assistant sergeant-at-arms, doorkeepers, watchmen, janitors, pages 
and other employees responsible for general housekeeping functions are im- 
mediately responsible to the sergeant-at-arms, subject to the general super- 
vision of the presiding officer. 


3-10. The duties of the chaplain of each house are to open each day’s ses- 
sion with a prayer. 


38-11. The duties of the law clerks of each house are to draft legislation 
and perform legal research for members. 


3-12. An employee of either house is prohibited from lobbying as defined 
in Section 43-802 (1), R.C.M. 1947. However, an employee may testify 
before a committee of either house on the request of the committee. An 
employee violating this rule shall be discharged. 


38-18. Disputes or complaints involving the competency or decorum of a 
legislative employee shall be referred to the committee on legislative admin- 
istration of the house by which the employee is employed. The committee, in 
its discretion, may dismiss, suspend or retain the employee. The committee 
on legislative administration shall periodically review the roster of em- 
ployees and shall dismiss surplus employees. 


CHAPTER 4. ORDER OF BUSINESS 


4-1. After prayer, roll call, and report on the journal, the order of business 
of the senate and house of representatives is as follows: 


Communications and petitions 

Reports of standing committees 
Reports of select committees 
Messages from the governor 
Messages from the other house 
Motions and resolutions 

First reading and commitment of bills 
Second reading of bills (committee of the whole) 
Third reading of bills 

Unfinished business 

Special orders of the day 
Announcement of committee meetings 
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To revert to or pass to a new order of business requires only a majority 
vote. Unless otherwise specified in the motion to recess, the house involved 
shall revert to order of business No. 1 when reconvening after a recess. 


CHAPTER 5. MOTIONS 


5-1. When a motion is made it shall be restated by the presiding officer, 
and, if requested by the presiding officer or a member, shall be reduced to 
writing and read aloud. A motion may be withdrawn by the member making 
it at any time before it is amended or voted upon. 


5-2. When a question is under debate no motion may be made except the 
polowing puislleged and subsidiary motions which have precedence in the 
order listed: 
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(1) To adjourn 

(2) For a call of the house 

(3) To recess 

(4) Question of privilege 

(5) To lay on the table 

(6) For the previous question 
(7) To postpone to a day certain 
(8) To refer or commit 

(9) To amend 

(10) To postpone indefinitely 


5-8. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that under con- 
sideration shall be admitted under color of amendment or substitute. 


5-4. A member who voted on the prevailing side of a question may, on the 
day the vote was taken or on the next legislative day, move to reconsider 
the question. A motion to reconsider may not be withdrawn after such next 
legislative day without the unanimous consent of the house concerned, and 
thereafter any member may call it up for consideration; however, a motion 
to reconsider made after the fifty-fourth day of the session shall be disposed 
of when made. A motion to recall a bill from the other house constitutes 
notice to reconsider, and shall be acted on as a motion to reconsider. A 
motion to reconsider or to recall a bill from the other house may be made 
only under order of business No. 6, and under that order of business takes 
precedence over all motions except motions to recess or adjourn. 


5-5. When a motion to reconsider is laid on the table, a two-thirds major- 
ity is required to take it from the table. When a motion to reconsider fails, 
the question is finally and conclusively settled. 


5-6. (1) Except as provided in subsection (2) of this rule, the effect of 
moving the previous question, if adopted, is to close debate immediately, 
to prevent the moving of amendments or other subsidiary motions, and to 
bring to vote promptly the immediately pending main question and the 
adhering subsidiary motions, whether on appeal or otherwise. 


(2) When the previous question is ordered on any debatable question 
on which there has been no debate, the question may be debated for one- 
half hour, one half of such time to be given to the proponents and one 
half to the opponents. 


5-7. A call of the house is not in order after the previous question is 
ordered, unless it appears upon an actual count by the presiding officer 
that a quorum is not present. 


5-8. The following motions are not debatable: 


(1) To adjourn 

(2) For a call of the house 

(3). To recess 

(4) For parliamentary inquiry 

(5) For suspension of the rules 

(6) To lay on the table 

(7) For the previous question 

(8) To limit, extend the limits of, or to close debate 
(9) To amend an undebatable motion 

(10) To divide a question 

(11) To pass business in committee of the whole 
(12) To take from the table 


(13) A decision of the presiding officer, unless appealed or unless 
he submits the qavstion to the house for advice or decision 

(14) All incidental motions, such as motions relating to voting or 
other questions of a general procedural nature 


5-9. A member may move to divide a question if it includes two or more 
propositions so distinct in substance that if one thing is taken away a 
substantive question will remain. 
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5-10. An amendment to a motion may be amended, but an amendment to 
an amendment to a motion may not be amended. However, a substitute 
for an amendment to an amendment to a motion may be adopted and the 
substitute may be amended. 


CHAPTER 6. BILLS AND RESOLUTIONS 


A. FORM OF BILLS—DEFINITION OF RESOLUTIONS—GEN- 
ERAL PROVISIONS 


6-1. The only types of instruments other than bills which may be intro- 
duced in either house of the legislative assembly are: 


(1) A simple resolution, which is a formalized motion passed by one 
house only and which bears the heading “House Resolution” or “Senate 
Resolution.” It may be used to amend the rules of one house or to express 
the desire, opinion, sympathy or request of the house adopting it. It does 
not require three readings or a roll call vote. A member offering a simple 
resolution may read it in his place before sending it to the chair. It shall 
then be read by the clerk or secretary unless otherwise ordered by the 
house, and referred to a committee. Final action shall be taken on the 
committee report. The transmittal of copies of simple resolutions is the 
responsibility of the chief clerk or secretary of the house of origin. 


(2) A joint resolution, which must be adopted by both houses: and 
then signed by the governor as a ministerial formality. It may be used 
to express the desire, opinion, sympathy or request of the legislative 
assembly, to amend the joint rules, and to ratify or propose amendments 
to the United States Constitution. If a joint resolution goes beyond a 
mere recommendation or expression of opinion, and does not relate to a 
subject solely within the competence of the legislative assembly, it is 
subject to veto by the governor. Except as otherwise provided in these 
rules, a joint resolution is treated in all respects as a bill. 


6-2. Bills shall be typewritten on paper eight and one-half by thirteen 
inches with numbered lines, and shall be introduced in quadruplicate. 
Pica or elite type and a good black ribbon must be used. Bills shall be 
numbered at the foot of each page and shall have white covers of a 
substantial material. In sections amending existing statutes, matter to 
be stricken out shall be indicated with a line through the words or part 
to be deleted, and new matter shall be underlined. A key showing the 
numbers of sections of the most recent Revised Codes of Montana repealed 
or amended in a bill shall immediately precede the title. 


6-3. No bill, except general appropriation bills, and bills for the codifica- 
tion and general revision of the laws, shall contain more than one subject, 
which shall be clearly expressed in the title. The enacting clause of 
every law shall be as follows: “Be it enacted by the legislative assembly 
of the state of Montana.” (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 23 and 
Art. V, Sec. 20) 


6-4. The general appropriation bills shall embrace nothing but appropria- 
tions for the ordinary expenses of the legislative, executive and judicial 
departments of the state, interest on public debt and for public schools. 
All other appropriations shall be made by separate bills, each embracing 
but one subject. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 33) 


6-5. Every statute, unless a different time is prescribed therein, takes 
effect on the first day of July of the year of its passage and approval. 
Every joint resolution, unless a different time is prescribed therein, takes 
effect from its passage. (Sections 48-507 and 48-509, R.C.M. 1947) 


B. INTRODUCTION 


6-6. A bill may be introduced by endorsing it with the name of a member 
or committee and presenting it to the chief clerk or secretary in quadrupli- 
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cate. Bills, joint resolutions, and simple resolutions shall be numbered 
consecutively in separate series in the order of their receipt. 


6-7. All bills except revenue bills, appropriations bills and substitute 
bills must be received by the chief clerk or the secretary by 5 p.m. of the 
twentieth legislative day. Revenue bills must be received by the chief 
clerk by 5 p.m. of the twenty-fifth day. 


6-8. No bill for the appropriation of money, except for expenses of the 
government, shall be introduced within ten days of the close of the 
session, except by unanimous consent of the house in which it is sought | 
to be introduced. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 21) 


6-9. All bills appropriating public moneys shall originate in the house 
of representatives. A member of the senate desiring the introduction of 
a bill carrying an appropriation may transmit it to the speaker of the 
house of representatives, who will provide for its introduction by request. 


6-10. All bills for raising revenue shall originate in the house of represen- 
tatives; but the senate may propose amendments, as in the case of other 
bills. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 32) 


6-11. No bill may be introduced or received in a house after that house 
has finally rejected a bill designed to accomplish the same purpose. 


6-12. A committee must unanimously consent to the introduction of a 
committee bill. 


C. FIRST READING AND COMMITMENT 


6-13. The purpose of the first reading of bills is for information and 
commitment. A bill shall be read by its title in the house of origin and 
by its title and history in the second house. No motion affecting a bill 
is in order on its first reading. 


6-14. No bill shall be considered or become a law unless referred to a 
committee, returned therefrom, and printed for the use of the members. 
(Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 22) 


6-15. After the first reading of a bill, it shall be referred to a committee 
by the presiding officer. 


6-16. A bill may be recommitted at any time before its passage. 
D. AMENDMENTS AND SUBSTITUTE BILLS 


6-17. No law shall be revised or amended, or the provisions thereof ex- 
tended by reference to its title only, but so much thereof as is revised, 
amended or extended shall be re-enacted and published at length. (Mon- 
tana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 25) 


6-18. No law shall be passed except by bill, and no bill shall be so 
altered or amended on its passage through either house as to change its 
original purpose. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 19) 


6-19. A committee may recommend that every clause in a bill be changed 
and that entirely new matter be substituted so long as the new matter is 
relevant to the title and subject of the original bill. A substitute bill 
shall be considered as an amendment and not as a new bill. 


6-20. The proper form of reporting a substitute bill by a committee is to 
propose amendments to strike out all of the bill following the enacting 
clause and to substitute the new bill, recommending also any necessary 
changes in the title. If a committee report recommending a substitute 
for a,bill originating in the other house is adopted, the substitute bill 
shall be printed. 


6-21. Amendments to a bill by the second house shall not be further 
amended by the house in which the bill originated, but must either be 
accepted or rejected. If the amendments are rejected, a conference com- 
mitte may be requested by the house in which the bill originated. 
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EK. PRINTING, ENGROSSING AND ENROLLING 


6-22. If a majority of a house recommends the passage of a bill originat- 
ing in that house after it has been returned from a committee, one thou- 
sand copies of the bill shall be printed with all amendments incorporated 
into the printed copies. Bills referred to the bills committee of the house 
of origin for printing must be reported within three days unless further 
time is granted by that house. 


6-23. When a bill has been reported favorably by committee of the whole 
of the house of origin and the report has been adopted, the bill shall be 
engrossed under the direction of the bills committee, and when reported 
correctly engrossed by the committee shall be placed on the calendar 
for third reading on the succeeding legislative day. Committee of the 
whole amendments shall be included in the engrossed bill. If a bill is 
unamended, contains no clerical errors, and is neatly written, it may be 
engrossed without retyping. 


6-24. When a bill has passed both houses it shall be enrolled as an act of 
the legislative assembly under the direction of the bills committee of the 
house of origin. An original and three duplicate typewritten copies of the 
bill shall be enrolled, free from all corrections and errors, with a margin 
of two inches at the top and one inch on each side, with thirty unnumbered 
lines to the page. In sections amending existing statutes, new matter 
shall be underlined and matter stricken with a line through it shall be 
omitted. The typewriting shall be done with a black record ribbon, pica 
or elite type, on plain linen finished paper 8% inches wide and 138 inches 
long, weighing sixteen pounds to the ream. The original and first copy 
only of the bill shall be red lined. The history of the bill shall also be 
enrolled and placed in back of the bill in a white manuscript cover, upon 
which is written the number of the bill. 


When the enrolling has been completed, the bill shall be examined by 
the author and the bills committee and reported correctly enrolled. The 
original and one copy shall be signed by the presiding officer of each 
house in open session and presented by the bills committee to the governor. 
The bills committee shall take a receipt from the governor and shall 
report to the house the day and hour of such presentation, which shall 
be entered in the journal. The original and two unsigned copies shall be 
filed with the secretary of state. The signed copy shall be filed with the 
clerk of the supreme court. 


F. SECOND READING—COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 


6-25. All bills which have been reported by a committee, accepted by 
the house concerned and printed, shall be posted on the calendar for 
consideration by committee of the whole. All amendments of the other 
house, shall immediately be posted on the calendar for consideration by 
committee of the whole. Until the forty-eighth legislative day, one day 
must elapse between the time a bill is printed and consideration by com- 
mittee of the whole. Bills shall be arranged on the calendar in the order 
in which they are reported unless otherwise ordered by the house con- 
cerned. 


6-26. Every bill considered in committee of the whole shall be read by 
title and history and considered section by section. 


6-27. Prior to adoption of a committee of the whole report, a member 
may move to segregate a bill. If the motion prevails, the bill remains on 
second reading. 


6-28. When a committee of the whole report on a bill is rejected the 
bill shall remain on second reading. 


6-29. Hither house may resolve itself into a committee of the whole by 
approval of a motion for that purpose. So far as may be applicable, the 
rules governing each house shall be observed when that house resolves 
itself into a committee of the whole, except as follows: 


12 SENATE JOURNAL—THIRTY-NINTH SESSION 


(1) The only motions in order are: to amend; to recommend passage or 
non-passage; to recommend concurrence or non-concurrence; to indef- 
initely postpone; to pass consideration; to rise and_ report; 
and to rise and report progress and ask leave to sit again. 


(Z) <A record vote may not be ordered. 
(3) The committee may not appoint subcommittees. 


(4) The committee may not punish its members for misconduct, but 
may report disorder to the house concerned. 


(5) Unless otherwise prescribed by either house before going into com- 
mittee of the whole, a member may speak as often as he is recog- 
nized and for as long each time as is allowed in debate in the 
particular house. 


6-30. After a committee of the whole has been formed, the presiding 
officer shall appoint a chairman to preside. Upon resuming the chair, 
the presiding officer shall receive the report of the chairman of the com- 
mittee and the house shall take action on the report. 


G. THIRD READING—GOVERNOR’S VETO 


6-31. No bill shall become a law except by vote of a majority of all the 
members present in each house, nor unless on its final passage the vote 
be taken by ayes and noes, and the names of those voting be entered on 
the journal. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 24) 


6-382. The title of every bill shall be read three times prior to passage. 
The first reading shall be prior to commitment; the second prior to debate 
in committee of the whole; and the third prior to final passage. No bill 
shall receive more than one reading on the same day except on the last 
legislative day. 


6-33. Every order, resolution or vote, in which the concurrence of both 
houses may be necessary, except on the question of adjournment, or relat- 
ing solely to the transaction of the business of the two houses, shall be 
presented to the governor, and before it shall take effect be approved by 
him, or, being disapproved, be repassed by two-thirds of both houses, as 
prescribed in the case of a bill. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 40) 


6-34. Every bill passed by the legislative assembly shall, before it 
becomes a law, be presented to the governor. If he approves, he shall 
sign it, and thereupon it shall become a law; but if he do not approve, 
he shall return it with his objections to the house in which it originated, 
which house shall enter the objections at large upon its journal and 
proceed to reconsider the bill. If then two-thirds of the members present 
agree to pass the same, it shall be sent, together with the objections, to 
the other house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered, and if approved 
by two-thirds of the members present in that house it shall become a law 
notwithstanding the objections of the governor. In all such cases the 
vote of each house shall be determined by yeas and nays, to be entered 
on the journal. If any bill shall not be returned by the governor within 
five days (Sunday excepted) after it shall have been presented to him, 
the same shall be a law, in like manner as if he had signed it, unless 
the legislative assembly shall by their adjournment prevent its return, 
in which case it shall not become a law without the approval of the 
governor. No bill shall become a law after the final adjournment of the 
legislative assembly, unless approved by the governor within fifteen days 
after such adjournment. In case the governor shall fail to approve of 
any bill after the final adjournment of the legislative assembly it shall 
be filed, with his objections, in the office of the secretary of state. 
(Montana Constitution, Art. VII, Sec. 12) 


6-35. The governor shall have power to disapprove of any item or items 
of any bill making appropriations of money, embracing distinct items, 
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and the part or parts approved shall become a law, and the item or items 
disapproved shall be void, unless enacted in the manner following: If the 
legislative assembly be in session he shall within five days transmit to 
the house in which the bill originated, a copy of the item or items thereof 
disapproved, together with his objections thereto, and the items objected 
to shall be separately reconsidered, and each item shall then take the 
same course as is prescribed for the passage of bills over the executive 
veto. (Montana Constitution, Art. VII, Sec. 13) 


H. TRANSMITTAL OF BILLS 


6-36. Each house shall transmit to the other with any bill all relevant 
papers. When a house bill is transmitted from the house of representa- 
tives to the senate, the secretary of the senate shall give a dated receipt 
for the bill to the chief clerk of the house. When a senate bill is trans- 
mitted to the house of representatives, the chief clerk of the house shall 
give a dated receipt to the secretary of the senate. 


6-37. Except for appropriation bills and amendments considered by joint 
conference committees, no bills may be transmitted from one house to 
the other after the forty-second legislative day; and no amendments may 
hi transmitted from one house to the other after the fifty-fifth legislative 
ay. 


6-388. When a bill has received its third reading or has been rejected, 
the house that considered the bill shall immediately transmit it to the 
other house with notice of its action. 


CHAPTER 7. COMMITTEES 


7-1. The committee on legislative administration of each house shall 
consider all matters concerned with seating, mileage and per diem, 
legislative employees, the control of legislative property, and the budgeting 
for and expenditure of appropriations for the operation of the legislative 
assembly. 


7-2. A standing committee shall submit a written report in triplicate 
on all bills or matters referred to it within 7 days after reference, unless 
at the request of the committee and for good cause shown, further time 
is granted by the house concerned. 


7-3. If the members of a committee cannot agree on a report, the 
majority and minority of the committee present at a committee meeting 
may submit separate reports. Only one minority report may be submitted. 
Such reports shall be entered at length on the journal, unless otherwise 
ordered by the house concerned. 


7-4. All committees shall keep minutes of their meetings and, at the 
close of the session, shall turn the minutes over to the chief clerk of the 
house or secretary of the senate for delivery to the historical society. 


7-5. The committee on rules and journal, the rules committee, the journal 
committee, the bills committee, and conference committees may report 
at any time, except during a call of the house or when a vote is being 
taken. Reports from the bills committee shall stand approved without 
formal action. 


7-6. All bills providing for an appropriation of public moneys shall 
be considered by a joint committee composed of the finance and claims 
committee of the senate, and the appropriations committee of the house. 
Meetings of the joint committee shall be held upon call of the chairman 
of the house appropriations committee who shall be chairman of the 
joint committee. 


7-7. Except as provided in Joint Rule 7-6, the chairman of the senate 
committee shall be chairman of all joint committees. 
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7-8. If either house requests a conference and appoints’ a committee 
for the purpose of discussing an amendment on which the senate and the 
house of representatives cannot agree, the other house shall appoint a 
committee consisting of the same number of members. They shall meet 
at a convenient time, to be agreed upon by their chairmen, and having 
conferred, shall report to their respective houses the result of their 
conference. A conference committee shall confine itself to the disputed 
amendment. . 


7-9. In joint committees other than conference committees, members vote 
individually and not by houses. Because conference committees are joint 
meetings of separate committees, in conference committees the committees 
from each house vote separately, and a majority of each committee must 
agree before any action may be taken. 


CHAPTER 8. RULES AND JOURNAL 


8-1. Each house shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and may, in its 
discretion, from time to time, publish the same, except such parts as 
require secrecy, and the ayes and noes on any question shall, at the request 
of any two members, be entered on the journal. (Montana Constitution, 
Art. V, Sec. 12) 


8-2. The proceedings of each house which shall be entered on its journal 
include: 


(1) The title and number of each bill when it is introduced; subsequent 
reference may be by number only. 

(2) Every motion and the name of the member making it. 

(8) Proposed constitutional amendments which have been voted for by 
two-thirds of the members. (Montana Constitution, Art. XIX, Sec. 9) 

(4) Committee reports. 

(5) Roll call votes. 

(6) Messages from the governor and the other house. 

(7) An ee of the oath taken by the members. (Sec. 43-209, R.C.M. 
1947 


8-3. The journal committee or committee on rules and journal of each 
house shall examine its journal, correct any errors, and report each legis- 
lative day immediately after roll call. 


8-4. The journal of the senate must be authenticated by the signature 
of the president, and the journal of the house of representatives by the 
signature of the speaker. (Sec. 43-304, R.C.M. 1947) 


8-5. (1) A joint rule may be repealed or amended only with the con- 
currence of both houses, under the procedures adopted by each house for 
the repeal or amendment of its own rules. (2) A joint rule governing the 
procedure for handling bills may be temporarily suspended by the unani- 
mous consent of the members of either house, insofar as it applies to 
the house suspending it. 


8-6. Mason’s Manual of Legislative Procedure governs the proceedings 
bf the Rua and house of representatives in all cases not covered by 
these rules. 


8-7. The legislative council shall codify and publish in one volume the 
rules of the senate, the rules of the house of representatives and the joint 
rules of the senate and house of representatives. Upon adoption, the 
secretary of the senate and the chief clerk of the house of representatives 
shall provide the office of the legislative council with one copy of all 
motions or resolutions amending senate, house or joint rules, and with 
copies of all minutes and reports of the rules committee or committee on 
rules and journal relating to rules. After the rules have been published, 
the legislative council shall distribute copies as directed by the senate 
and house of representatives. 
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CHAPTER 9. VOTING PROCEDURE 


9-1. Except as provided in Joint Rule 9-2, every member present when a 
question is put shall vote unless the house of which he is a member 
excuses him. 


9-2. A member who has a personal or private interest in any measure or 
bill proposed or pending before the legislative assembly, shall disclose 
the fact to the house of which he is a member, and shall not vote thereon. 
(Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 44) 


9-3. Amendments to the constitution may be proposed in either house; 
a two-thirds vote of the members elected to each house is required for 
passage. (Montana Constitution, Art. XIX, Sec. 9) 


9-4. When a measure requiring the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members is under consideration, a majority vote is sufficient to decide 
any question relating to the measure short of third reading. 


9-5. A roll call vote shall be taken on the request of two members. 


9-6. On a roll call vote the names of the members shall be called alpha- 
betically, unless an electrical voting system is used. A member may not 
vote or change his vote after the decision is announced from the chair. 
A member may not explain his vote until after the decision is announced 
from the chair. 


9-7. (1) On third reading the question shall be stated as follows: “Senate 
(or house) bill number .... having been read three several times, the 
question is, shall the bill pass (or be concurred in).” 


(2) If an electrical voting system is used the presiding officer shall 
ring the bell after stating the question and then state “Those in favor 
vote yea and those opposed vote no.” After a reasonable pause the presid- 
ing officer asks “Has every member voted?” (reasonable pause) ‘Does 
any member wish to change his or her vote?” (reasonable pause) “The 
clerk (secretary) will now record the vote.” 


9-8. Two members may pair on a measure that will be determined by a 
majority vote. On a measure requiring a two-thirds vote for adoption three 
members may pair, with two members for the measure and one member 
against. Pairing is permitted only when one of the paired members is 
absent when the vote is taken. 


9-9. An agreement to pair must be in writing and dated and signed 
by the members agreeing to be bound, and must specify the duration 
of the pair. When an agreement to pair is filed with the secretary of the 
senate or chief clerk of the house of representatives, it shall bind the 
members signing until the expiration of time for which it was signed, 
unless the paired members sooner appear and ask that the agreement 
be cancelled. 


SENATE RULES 


CHAPTER 1. PRESIDING OFFICER — 
DECORUM, ORDER AND DEBATE 


S1-1. The lieutenant-governor shall be president of the senate, but shall 
vote only when the Senate is equally divided. In case of the absence or 
disqualification of the lieutenant-governor, from any cause which applies to 
the governor, or when he shall hold the office of governor, then the 
President Pro Tempore of the Senate shall perform the duties of the 
lieutenant-governor until the vacancy is filled or the disability removed. 
(Montana Constitution, Art. VII, Sec. 15) 


S1-2. The senate shall, at the beginning and close of each regular ses- 
sion, and at such other times as may be necessary, elect one of its mem- 
bers president pro tempore. The senate shall choose its other officers, 
and shall judge of the elections, returns, and qualifications of its mem- 
bers. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 9). 
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S1-3. The president pro tempore, when acting as presiding officer of the 
senate, shall vote as any other member of the senate. 


S1-4. The president may name a senator to perform the duties of the 
chair, when the president pro tempore is not present in the senate cham- 
ber. The senator who is so named is vested during such time with all 
the powers of the president; but he does not lose the right to vote on 
any question while presiding. 


S1-5. No senator shall speak more than twice on any one motion or 
question without unanimous consent of the senate, unless he has intro- 
duced or proposed the motion or question under debate, in which case he 
may speak twice and also close the debate. However, a senator who has 
spoken shall not speak again on the same motion or question to the 
exclusion of a senator who has not spoken. 


CHAPTER 7. COMMITTEES 


S7-1 The senate shall elect a committee on committees consisting of 3 
members. The committee on committees, with the approval of the senate, 
shall appoint standing and select committees of the senate, and senate 
membership. on joint committees except conference committees. The 
president shall appoint all conference committees with the advice of the 
majority and minority floor leaders. The senate may change the member- 
ship of any committee on one day’s notice.

CHAPTER 8 RULES AND JOURNAL 


S8-1. (1) A motion to amend or adopt a rule of the senate shall be re- 
ferred to the committee on rules without debate. A rule of the senate 
may only be amended or adopted with the concurrence of a majority of the 
senate and after one day’s notice. 


(2) A rule may be suspended temporarily by a two-thirds vote. 
S8-2. Mason’s Manual of Legislative Procedure governs the proceedings 
of the senate in all cases not covered by these rules. 


CHAPTER 10. NOMINATIONS FROM THE GOVERNOR 


S10-1. The governor shall nominate, and by and with the consent of the 
senate, appoint all officers whose officers are established by the con- 
stitution, or which may be created by law, and whose appointment or 
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election is not otherwise provided for. If during a recess of the senate 
a vacancy occur in any such office, the governor shall appoint some fit 
person to discharge the duties thereof until the next meeting of the 
senate, when he shall nominate some person to fill such office. (Montana 
Constitution, Art. VII, Sec. 7). 


910-2. When nominations are sent by the governor to the senate 
for confirmation, they shall not be acted on before the next succeeding 
legislative day, except nominations sent by the governor on the last 
legislative day of the session, which shall be acted upon that day. 


Motion of Senator Hibbard that Senate Resolution No. 1 be adopted. 


Upon substitute motion of Senator Dussault, duly carried, Senate 
Resolution No. 1 was referred to the Committee on Rules.

Upon motion of Senator Dussault, duly carried, the President was 
authorized to appoint a committee of three to notify His Excellency, 
the Governor, that the Senate was organized and ready for the transac- 
tion of business. The President appointed the following committee:

Upon motion of Senator Dussault, duly carried, the President was 
authorized to appoint a committee of three to inform the House of 
Representatives that the Senate was organized and ready for the 
transaction of business. The President appointed the following committee: 


Mahoney, Chairman; McDonald, Brownfield. 


Upon motion of Senator Dussault, duly carried, the President was 
authorized to appoint a committee of three to inform the elected State 
Officials that the Senate was organized and ready for the transaction of 
business. The President appointed the following committee: 


Huntley, Chairman; Harris, Hibbard. 


Upon motion of Senator Dussault, duly carried, the President was 
authorized to appoint a committee of three to inform the Chief Justice 
and associate members of the Supreme Court that the Senate was organized 
and ready for the transaction of business and to invite the Chief Justice 
and associate members of the Supreme Court to attend a joint session of 
the House of Representatives and Senate to hear the Governor’s message. 
The President appointed the following committee:

COMPLAINT 


Plaintiff complains of Defendants, and for claim against them, states 
and alleges as follows: 


1. This action arises under the Constitution of the United States, the 
Fourteenth Amendment, seeking declaratory and injunctive relief to regulate 
the actions of the Defendants as respects the right of Plaintiff and other 
electors of the State of Montana to have equal and proportionate representa- 
tion in the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, and to enforce the 
requirements of law in connection therewith. 


2. Plaintiff is a citizen and resident and taxpayer of the State of Mon- 
tana, and a qualified and registered elector thereof, residing in the City of 
Butte in Silver Bow County, and registered to vote in the said Silver Bow 
County, representative of all citizens and electors in the State of Montana 
similarly situated, and bringing this suit in her and their behalf. 


3. The Defendant Thirty-ninth Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Montana is the duly elected, acting, and qualified Legislative Assembly of 
the State of Montana, composed of fifty-six Senators, one from each county, 
and ninety-four Representatives, one or more from each county, all elected 
at the general election in the month of November, 1964, except for certain 
holdover Senators elected in 1962, said Legislative Assembly having been 
charged by the Constitution of the State of Montana with the legislative 
power of the State. 


4. Defendant Tim M. Babcock is the duly elected, qualified, and acting 
Governor of the State of Montana, and Defendant Frank Murray is the duly 
elected, qualified, and acting Secretary of State of the State of Montana, 
both such officials having been elected to such positions at the general elec- 
tion held in the State of Montana during the month of November, 1964, and 
as such are charged by law with certain duties relating to elections and 
legislation in the State of Montana. 


By provision of the Constitution of Montana, Senators of the Montana 
Legislative Assembly are elected upon a purely geographical basis, without 
regard to population, Article V, Section 4, providing that there shall be no 
more than one Senator from each county; Article VI, Section 5, providing 
that each county then in existence should be entitled to one Senator and 
constitute a Senatorial district; and Article VI, Section 4, providing that 
each new county created shall be entitled to one Senator, but in no case shall 
a Senatorial district consist of more than one county, a similar provision, 
being enacted by statute, Sections 43-101 and 43-102, R.C. M. 1947. 


6. A majority of the Senators in the Montana Legislative Assembly, 
twenty-nine of the fifty-six Senators, is elected by the twenty-nine least 
populated counties in the state, with total population of 108,656 persons 
according to the 1960 census, or about sixteen percent of the State of Mon- 
tana’s total population of approximately 675,000 people being able to elect 
a majority of the members of the Senate of the Montana Legislative As- 
sembly. 
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7. By provision of the Constitution of Montana, Representatives of 
the Montana Legislative Assembly are elected upon a combined geographical 
and population basis, Article VI, Section 3, providing that no county shall 
be divided in the formation of Representative districts, that a Representa- 
tive district may be composed of two or more counties, but if so, they shall 
be contiguous and the districts as compact as may be, and by provision of 
statute, Sections 43-108, 43-104, and 48-105, R.C.M. 1947, apportionment 
of Representatives is to be upon a ratio of one Representative for each 
8,500 persons in a county, or fractional part thereof in excess of 4,250 
persons, but also provides that each county shall be entitled to at least one 
member. 


8. A majority of the members of the House of Representatives of the 
Montana Legislative Assembly, forty-eight of ninety-four members, is 
elected by forty-six of the least populated counties in the State of Montana, 
representing 275,762 persons out of the total state population of approxi- 
mately 675,000, according to the 1960 census, or approximately forty percent 
of the population of the state being able to elect a majority of members of 
the House of Representatives. 


9. Plaintiff and numerous other members of the class represented by 
her are grievously injured and damaged by the existing system of apportion- 
ment, as provided for by the Montana Constitution and he statutes enacted 
by the Montana Legislative Assembly, in that Senators of the Montana 
Legislative Assembly represent population ranging from a low of 894 per- 
sons to a high of 79,016 persons, or a ratio of approximately eighty-eight 
to one, and Representatives of the Montana Legislative Assembly represent 
varied population ranging from a low again of 894 persons to a high of 
approximately 12,000, or a ratio of approximately thirteen to one. 


10. Defendant Thirty-ninth Legislative Assembly of the State of Mon- 
tana is bound by the provisions of the Constitution of the State of Montana 
as aforesaid, is unable to process an amendment thereto prior to the general 
election in November, 1966, and if such procedure be followed, no reappor- 
tionment in accordance with law would be possible or practical until conven- 
ing of the Montana Legislative Assembly in January, 1967, thereby causing 
Plaintiff’s vote in future elections to be diluted and debased, and depriving 
Plaintiff and others of her class of the right to be properly represented in the 
Fortieth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, and resulting in dis- 
crimination against Plaintiff and others of her class, thereby rendering it 
necessary for this Court to declare and adjudge that those provisions of the 
Montana Constitution and Montana Statutes inconsistent with and repug- 
nant to the requirements of the Constitution of the United States be de- 
clared null and void and adjudged to be of no force and effect. 


11. Defendants herein, or at least some of them, have indicated an 
intention to seek to evade or postpone the requirement of full and fair re- 
apportionment, or to seek to reapportion the Montana Legislative Assembly 
in some fashion other than in accordance with the principles laid down in 
decisions of the United States Supreme Court on this subject, and unless 
such actions be enjoined and restrained by this Court, Plaintiff and others 
of her class will suffer substantial and irreparable injury or less, by being 
discriminated against in all special and general elections hereafter. 


ee WHEREFORE, Plaintiff demands judgment against Defendants as 
follows: 


1. That the provisions of the Constitution of Montana and the Montana 
statutes above described and in conflict with the United States Constitution 
be declared invalid and null and void. 


2. That the duty of the Defendant Thirty-ninth Legislative Assembly 
to properly reapportion itself forthwith so as to be effective for the 1966 
general election be declared. 
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3. That the duty of the Defendant Thirty-ninth Legislative Assembly 
follow the principles of reapportionment laid down by decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States be declared, and including the following: 


a. The Legislative Assembly must at least approximate by 
bona fide attempt the creation of districts substantially related 
to population. 


b. The seats in both houses of the Legislative Assembly shall 
be apportioned substantially on a population basis. 


ce. Deviation from the equal population principle in the ap- 
portionment of a state legislature is not sustainable as an attempt 
to balance urban and rural power in the legislature. 


d. Such other principles as the Court may in justice and equity 
declare and prescribe. 


4, That this Court exercise continuing jurisdiction and supervision 
and control over the reapportionment of the Montana Legislative Assembly, 
as may be necessary and appropriate to secure a just and fair apportionment 
consistent with the principles to be declared by the Court. 


5. That Defendants be enjoined during the pendency of this action and 
permanently from taking any actions or proceedings which would prejudice 
the jurisdiction of this Court or the accomplishment of reapportionment as 
sought herein, from operating under or executing or enforcing the constitu- 
tional and statutory provisions complained of herein, and from calling any 
special or general election until such time as a plan of reapportionment be 
approved by this Court. 


6. For such other and further relief as to the Court may seem just and 
equitable under the circumstances.

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Local Government, having had 
under consideration Senate Bill No. 56, respectfully report as follows: That 
Senate Bill No. 56 be amended as follows: 


Amend the title in line 10 after the word “for” by striking the word 
“minimum” and inserting in lieu thereof the word “increased”; 


And further amend by striking Sections 1 through 6 of the original bill 
and inserting in lieu thereof the following Sections 1 through 6: 
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“Section 1. Section 11-725, R. C. M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“11-725. Salaries and qualifications of mayor and aldermen. The annual 
salary of a mayor must be fixed by ordinance, and in a city with a popula- 
tion of more than fifty thousand (50,000) persons, according to the last 
federal census, shall be not more than [seven thousand two hundred dollars 
($7,200.00)] eight thousand four hundred dollars ($8,400.00); the annual 
salary of a mayor of a city with a population of not less than twenty-five 
thousand (25,000) and not more than fifty thousand (50,000) persons, ac- 
cording to the said census, shall be not more than [six thousand dollars 
($6,000.00)] seven thousand two hundred dollars ($7,200.00); the annual 
salary of a mayor of a city of the first class, having a population of less 
than twenty-five thousand (25,000) persons, according to said census, must 
not exceed [five thousand four hundred dollars ($5,400.00)] six thousand 
dollars ($6,000.00); and the annual salary of the mayor of a city of the sec- 
ond class must not exceed [three thousand two hundred dollars ($3,200.00) ] 
three thousand six hundred dollars ($3,600.00); and the annual salary of the 
mayor of a city of the third class must not exceed [one thousand seven hun- 
dred dollars ($1,700.00)] three thousand dollars ($3,000.00); and each alder- 
man in a city of the first class may be allowed and paid not exceeding 
[fifteen dollars ($15.00)] twenty dollars ($20.00) per diem for each day of 
session, to be fixed by ordinance; and aldermen of cities of the second and 
third class may be allowed and paid not exceeding [fourteen dollars 
($14.00)] sixteen dollars ($16.00) per diem for each day of session, to be 
fixed by ordinance, but no alderman of second and third class cities shall 
be paid for more than two (2) days’ service during any one (1) month. 
The council of any town may by ordinance set compensation for a mayor 
and alderman at [five dollars ($5.00)] fifteen dollars ($15.00) per meeting, 
but in no event shall they be paid to exceed [three (3)] two (2) meetings 
per month. No person shall be elected to the office of mayor or alderman in 
any city or town who is not a resident and freeholder within the limits of 
the city or town.” 


Section 2. Section 11-726, R. C. M. 1947 is amended to read as follows: 


“11-726. Salaries of police judges. The annual salary and compensation 
of police judges must be fixed by ordinance, and in a city of the first class 
having a population of more than fifty thousand (50,000) persons, according 
to the last federal census, must not exceed, for all services rendered [five 
thousand four hundred dollars ($5,400.00)] six thousand dollars ($6,000.00) ; 
and in cities of the first class with a population of not less than twenty-five 
thousand (25,000) and not more than fifty thousand (50,000) persons, ac- 
cording to the last federal census, the annual salary and compensation of 
police judges must not exceed, for all services rendered, [five thousand one 
hundred dollars ($5,100.00) ] five thousand four hundred dollars ($5,400.00) ; 
in all other cities of the first class said salary and compensation must not 
exceed, for all services rendered, [four thousand two hundred dollars ($4,- 
200.00)] four thousand five hundred dollars ($4,500.00); and in a city of 
the second class said salary and compensation must not exceed [two thou- 
sand one hundred dollars ($2,100.00)] two thousand four hundred dollars 
($2,400.00); and in a city of the third class said salary and compensation 
must not exceed [one thousand dollars ($1,000.00)] one thousand two hun- 
dred dollars ($1,200.00); and, in addition, a police judge is entitled to re- 
ceive in all civil cases the fees which are now or may hereafter be allowed 
justices of the peace. In all criminal actions or proceedings arising under 
the criminal laws of the state, when acting as a justice of the peace or com- 
mitting magistrate, he must receive no compensation whatever; provided, 
however, that none of the provisions of this act shall affect cities operating 
under the commission form of government.” 


Section 3. Section 11-728, R. C. M. 1947 is amended to read as follows: 


“11-728. Salary of city treasurer. The annual salary and compensa- 
tion of the treasurer must be fixed by ordinance, and must be for all services 
rendered by such treasurer in any capacity, (except, however, in cases where 
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a city of the third class or a town owns and operates a public utility or utili- 
ties and receives revenue therefrom as hereafter in this section provided) 
and no treasurer must be allowed any percentages or fees in addition there- 
to. In cities of the first class, the annual salary of the treasurer must not 
exceed [five thousand dollars ($5,000.00)] six thousand dollars ($6,000.00) ; 
in cities of the second class must not exceed [thirty-four hundred dollars 
($3,400.00) ] thirty-six hundred dollars ($38,600.00); and in cities of the third 
class it must not exceed [eighteen hundred dollars ($1,800.00) ] twenty-four 
hundred dollars ($2,400.00), and in towns it must not exceed [fifteen hundred 
dollars ($1,500.00) ] eighteen hundred dollars ($1,800.00); provided, however, 
that where a city of the third class, or a town shall own and operate a 
public utility or utilities such as water supply, waterworks, gas, lighting 
system, or utilities similar to the foregoing, and receives the revenue de- 
rived therefrom, then the treasurer of such city, or town, may be paid addi- 
tional salary or compensation to be fixed by ordinance and the duties of the 
treasurer with reference to the collection and safekeeping of the revenues 
derived from such public utilities shall likewise be fixed by ordinance and 
the amount of such additional salary or compensation shall be in accordance 
with the additional duties and responsibilities placed upon the treasurer by 
reason of such public utility or utilities and shall be in such amount as the 
council may determine.” 


Section 4. Section 11-729, R. C. M. 1947 is amended to read as follows: 


“11-729. Salary of city attorney. The annual salary and compensation 
of the city attorney must be fixed by ordinance, and must not exceed, in 
cities of the first class having a population in excess of fifty thousand 
(50,000) persons according to the last federal census, [fifty-four hundred 
dollars ($5,400.00) ] six thousand dollars ($6,000.00), and in cities of the first 
class having a population of not less than twenty-five thousand (25,000). 
and not more than fifty thousand (50,000) persons according to the last fed- 
eral census, the annual salary and compensation must not exceed [fifty-one 
hundred dollars ($5,100.00)] fifty-four hundred dollars ($5,400.00); and 
the annual salary and compensation of city attorneys in all other cities in 
the first class must not exceed [four thousand five hundred dollars ($4,- 
500.00)] five thousand one hundred dollars ($5,100.00), and in cities of the 
second class must not exceed [three thousand dollars ($38,000.00)] three 
thousand six hundred dollars ($3,600.00), and in cities of the third class 
must not exceed [one thousand eight hundred dollars ($1,800.00)] two 
thousand four hundred ($2,400.00), which compensation shall be in full for 
all services rendered in any capacity, and no fee, percentage or additional 
compensation must be given to or allowed him.” . 


Section 5. Section 11-731, R. C. M. 1947 is amended to read as follows: 


“11-731. Salary of city or town clerk. The annual salary and compen- 
sation of the city or town clerk must be fixed by ordinance, and in cities 
with a population of more than fifty thousand (50,000) persons, according to 
the last federal census, shall be not more than [six thousand four hundred 
dollars ($6,400.00)] seven thousand two hundred dollars ($7,200.00); in 
cities with a population of not less than twenty-five thousand (25,000) and 
not more than fifty thousand (50,000) persons, according to the last federal 
census, the annual salary and compensation must not exceed six thousand 
dollars ($6,000.00); in cities of the first class with a population of less than 
twenty-five thousand (25,000) persons, according to said census, must not 
exceed five thousand four hundred dollars ($5,400.00); in cities of the sec- 
ond class the annual salary and compensation must not exceed [four thou- 
sand two hundred dollars ($4,200.00)] four thousand eight hundred dollars 
($4,800.00). In cities of the third class the compensation must not exceed 
[two thousand seven hundred dollars ($2,700.00)] three thousand dollars 
($3,000.00), and in towns must not exceed one thousand eight hundred dol- 
lars ($1,800.00); provided however, that nothing in this section shall be held 
or construed as applying to cities and towns operating under the commis- 
sion form of government.” 
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Section 6. This act shall be in full force and effect from and after its 
passage and approval.”;

(1) The judges, as soon as the count is 
completed and fully ascertained, shall place the machine for one hour in 
such a position that the registering or recording compartments will be in 
full view of the public and any person desiring to view the number of 
votes cast for each person voted for at the election, must be permitted to 
do so. Immediately after the above said one hour shall have expired the 
judges shall seal, close, lock the machine or remove the record so as to 
provide against voting or being tampered with, and in case of a machine 
so sealed or locked, it shall so remain for a period of at least [thirty (30) ] 
twenty (20) days, unless opened by order of a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion. When irregular ballots have been voted, the judges shall return them 
in a properly sealed package endorsed “irregular ballots,” and indicating 
the precinct and county and file such package with the city or county 
clerk. It shall be preserved for six (6) months after such election and 
may be opened and its contents examined only upon an order of a court 
of competent jurisdiction; at the end of such six (6) months unless ordered 
otherwise by the court, such package and its contents shall be destroyed by 
the city or county clerk. All tally sheets taken from such machine, if any, 
shall be returned in the same manner. 


(2) The officers heretofore charged with the duty of furnishing tally 
sheets and return blanks shall furnish suitable return blanks and certificates 
to the officers of election. Such return sheets shall have each candidate’s 
name designated by the same reference character that said candidate’s 
name bears on the ballot labels and counters, and shall make provision 
for writing in of the vote for such candidate in figures and shall also 
provide for writing in of the vote in words. Such return sheet shall also 
provide for the return of the vote on questions. It shall also have a blank 
thereon, on which can be marked the precinct, ward, etc., of which said 
return sheet bears the returns and the number and make of the machine 
used. Said return sheet shall also have a certificate thereon, to be executed 
before the polls open by the judges of election, stating that all counters 
except the protective counter, if any, and except as otherwise noted thereon, 
stood at “000” at the beginning of the election, and that all of said counters 
had been carefully examined before the beginning of the election; that 
the ballot labels were correctly placed on the machine and correspond to 
the sample ballot, and such other statements as the particular machine may 
require; and shall provide for the signature of the election officers. Said 
return sheet shall also have thereon a second certificate stating the manner 
of closing the polls, the manner of verifying the returns, that the fore- 
going returns are correct, giving the indication of the public counter, and 
poll-list, and protective counter, if any, at the close of the election. Such 
certificate shall properly specify the procedure of canvassing the vote and 
locking the machine, etc., for the particular type of machine used, and 
such certificate shall be such that the election officers can properly sub- 
scribe to it as having been followed and shall have provisions for the 
signature of the election officers. The election officers shall conform 
their procedure to that specified in the certificate to which they must 
certify. The certificate and attest of the election officers shall appear on 
each return sheet.

January 1, 1963, to January 1, 1965: 


Case No. 2819—Frank Hrouda, who on the 17th day of February, 1935, 
was sentenced to one (1) to four (4) years in the Montana State Prison for 
burglary, was granted a full pardon, February 20th, 1963, after investiga- 
tions was made into the facts of the case. 


Case No. 2822—Frank D. Montalvo, who on the 20th day July, 1937, was 
sentenced to eighteen (18) months in the Montana State Prison for burglary 
in the first degree and said sentence was suspended, was granted full par- 
don, April 3rd, 1968, after investigation was made into the facts of the case. 


Case No. 2830—Richard V. B. Courchene, who on the 6th day of Febru- 
ary, 1957, was sentenced by the juvenile court to the Montana State Indus- 
trial School at Miles City for forgery, was granted full pardon, August 30th, 
1963, after investigation was made into the facts of the case. 


Case No. 2831—James M. McCarter, who on the 25th day of August, 
1959, was sentenced to one (1) year in the Montana State Prison for ob- 
taining money and merchandise by false pretenses, was granted full pardon, 
October 23rd, 19638, after investigation was made into the facts of the case.

Case No. 2840—Leslie Cobell, who on the 28rd day of February, 1933, 
was sentenced to two (2) years in the Montana State Prison for forgery and 
said sentence was suspended and later revoked was granted full pardon, 
July 2nd, 1964, after investigation was made into the facts of the case. 


Case No. 2841—Leslie Cobell, who on the 3rd day of November, 1933, 
was sentenced to one (1) year in the Montana State Prison for burglary in 
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the first degree, was granted full pardon, July 2nd, 1964, after investigation 
was made into the facts of the case. 


Case No. 2842—Billie Bob Flynn, who on the 28rd day of March, 1956, 
was sentenced to five (5) years in the Montana State Prison for grand lar- 
ceny, was granted full pardon, November 6th, 1964, after investigation was 
made into the facts of the case. 


Case No. 2843—Peter A. Ygnatowiz, who on the 19th day of March, 1956, 
was sentenced to one (1) year in the Montana State Prison for burglary in 
the first degree and said sentence was suspended, was granted full pardon 
November 6th, 1964, after investigation was made into the facts of the case.

He 
confirmed the fact that a gathering of students did occur at Rockvale, but 
that no trouble followed. 


I believe it can be safely said that the reason no further damage was 
done at Red Lodge was because of the alertness of Sheriff Ford, Police 
Chief Krop, their deputies and the Montana Highway Patrol. I believe that 
it can also be safely said that many residents of the county, especially older 
retired people are concerned about a repeat performance. 


In view of the above, I am asking you for a report on the disciplinary 
action that was taken by the authorities at Eastern Montana College. I 
would like to know whether such discipline was carried out. I also under- 
stand that one of the ringleaders is one of Eastern’s star basketball players. 
I would like to know if this young man receives an athletic scholarship and 
just what discipline he received. It is my understanding that he played in a 
game for the college just recently. If there is any question in your mind 
as to who some of these young people are, I am sure that Sheriff Ford 
can supply you with names.

(4) For each county an amount equivalent to the county payment ob- 
tained in paragraph (8) shall be transmitted by the state treasurer to the 
county treasurer on or before July 20 of the immediately ensuing fiscal 
year, and the county superintendent of schools shall be notified of such 
amount by the state superintendent of public instruction. The county 
treasurer shall credit the payment to the account for the basic special 
tax for high schools as provided in Section 75-3722. 


(5) The amount of revenue anticipated from the basic county levy 
for high schools as provided in Section 75-4516.1 shall be computed from the 
number of mills required for such levy and the taxable valuation of all 
taxable property within the county. 


(6) The county payment amount obtained in paragraph (4) shall be 
deducted from the basic county levy amount obtained in paragraph (5), 
and the remainder shall be the amount of the basic county levy to be fixed 
for high schools for the ensuing year; the number of mills of such basic 
county levy for high schools shall be based on the amount so obtained, to- 
gether with the taxable valuation of all taxable property within the county.

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE DIRECTING THE SENATE 
JUDICIARY COMMITTEE TO REVIEW EXISTING LAW AND SENATE 
BILL 51 TO MAKE CERTAIN THAT THE PUBLIC TRUST IS NOT 
ABUSED BY PAYMENT OF CLAIMS ON THE FUNDS OF THE STATE. 


WHEREAS, it is the intent of Montana Law that all claims against 
any claims against any funds of the state shall represent an actual in- 
curred obligation of the state, 


WHEREAS, no governmental unit of the State of Montana is granted 
the right to present a claim against state funds unless the obligation owed 
by the state has been incurred prior to the making of the claim, 
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WHEREAS, a claim dated November 16, 1968, has been drawn to 
the attention of the Senate for $18,269.00 for payment of a trout pond 
at the New York World’s Fair Montana Exhibit, 


WHEREAS, said trout pond has not been constructed at the time the 
claim was made and the warrant drawn on state funds, and whereas said 
trout pond has never been constructed, 


NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Senate Judiciary 
Committee review existing law, including the effect of Senate Bill 51 if 
enacted into law, to make certain that such flagrant abuse of the public 
trust as occurred with the payment of the above described claim shall 
not be tollerated or permitted with any of the funds of the State of 
Montana.

Senate Bill No. 138, introduced by Rostad, Keller, McDonnell, Nixon, 
Groff, Breen, Holt, Bentz, Beley, Hafferman, Graham, Hilling: A Bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to submit to the electors of Montana an amend- 
ment to Section 5, Article XVI of the Constitution of Montana removing 
the prohibition against the county treasurer succeeding himself in office.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. Section 5, Article XVI of the Constitution of Montana is 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 5. There shall be elected in each county the following coun- 
ty officers who shall possess the qualifications for suffrage prescribed by 
Section 2 of Article IX of this Constitution and such other qualifications 
as may be prescribed by law: 


One county clerk who shall be clerk of the board of county commission- 
ers and ex-officio recorder; one sheriff; one treasurer; who shall be col- 
lector of the taxes, [provided, that the county treasurer, shall not be eli- 
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gible to his office for the succeeding term]; one county superintendent of 
schools; one county surveyor; one assessor; one coroner; one public ad- 
ministrator. Persons elected to the different offices named in this sec- 
tion shall hold their respective offices for the term of four (4) years, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified. Vacancies in all county, 
township and precinct offices, except that of county commissioners, shall 
be filled by appointment by the board of county commissioners, and the 
appointee shall hold his office until the next general election; provided, 
however, that the board of county commissioners of any county may, in 
its discretion, consolidate any two or more of the within named offices 
and combine the powers and the duties of said offices consolidated; 
however, the provisions hereof shall not be construed as allowing one (1) 
office incumbent to be entitled to the salaries and emoluments of two (2) 
or more offices; provided, further, that in consolidating county offices, 
the board of county commissioners shall, six (6) months prior to the gen- 
eral election held for the purpose of electing the aforesaid offices, make 
and enter an order, combining any two (2) or more of the within named 
offices, and shall cause the said order to be published in a newspaper, 
published and circulated generally in said county, for a period of six (6) 
weeks next following the date of entry of said order.”

The property of the United States, the state, counties, 
cities, towns, school districts, municipal corporations and public libraries 
shall be exempt from taxation; and such other property as may be used 
exclusively for the agricultural and horticultural societies, for educational 
purposes, places for actual religious worship, hospitals and places of 
burial not used or held for private or corporate profit, institutions of 
purely public charity and evidences of debt secured by mortgages of 
record upon real or personal property of the State of Montana, may be 
exempt from taxation. The legislative assembly may exempt from prop- 
erty taxation household goods and furniture, wearing apparel and other 
personal property used by the owner for personal and domestic purposes.” 


Section 8. When this amendment is submitted to the electors of 
Montana there shall be printed on the ballot the title and Section 1 of 
this act and the following words:

University of Montana where the aggregate amount of student building 
fees in effect on January 1, 1965 was less than fifty dollars ($50.00) per 
student per academic year, such fees may be increased or additional stu- 
dent building fees may be established, to an aggregate amount not ex- 
ceeding fifty dollars ($50.00) per student per academic year.

representatives or intermediaries; and providing a penalty therefor.” Re- 
ferred to Committee on Commerce and Labor.

Section 1. Section 3, Article XI of the Constitution of Montana is 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 3. Such public school fund shall forever remain inviolate, 
guaranteed by the state against loss or diversion, [to] and shall be invested, 
[so far as possible, in public securities within the state, including school 
district bonds, issued for the erection of school buildings,] under the re- 
strictions to be provided by law. Investment of moneys in the public 
school fund, other trust funds originating in federal land grants, and all 
other moneys in the custody of a state, county or municipal agency, shall 
be made with that degree of judgment and care, under circumstances then 
prevailing, which men of prudence, discretion, and intelligence exercise 
in the management of their own affairs, not for speculation but for invest- 
ment, considering the probable safety of their capital as well as the 
probable income to be derived. No provision of the Constitution shall be 
interpreted as prohibiting the investment of moneys in the custody of a 
public agency in the bonds or stock of a private corporation.” 


Section 2. Section 8, Article XXI of the Constitution of Montana is 
repealed. 


Section 8. When this amendment is submitted to the electors of the 
State of Montana there shall be printed on the ballot the title and Sections 
1 and 2 of this act and the following words: 


“T] For the above amendment.

such county shall be void. No county shall incur any indebtedness or lia- 
bility for any single purpose to an amount exceeding [ten thousand dol- 
lars ($10,000.00)] twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) without the 
approval of a majority of the electors thereof, voting at an election to be 
provided by law.

SENATE MEMORIAL RESOLUTION ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
ARTHUR S. HAGENSTON 


WHEREAS, it is with sincere regret that the members of the Thirty- 
ninth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana record the passing 
of former Senator Arthur S. Hagenston. 


Senator Hagenston was born on the 26th day of April, 1899 at Ada, 
Minnesota. He was raised and attended school in North Dakota and later 
owned and operated a farm there. 


On the 29th day of June 1922, he was united in marriage to the 
former Olive Judkins, who survives him. Of this marriage there was born 
two sons and two daughters, Arthur Hagenston, Jr. of Glendive, Montana, 
Robert Hagenston of Helena, Montana, Mrs. David Rooney of Minneapolis, 
Minnesota and Mrs. Gerald Howard of St. Cloud, Minnesota, all of whom 
survive him. 


Senator Hagenston joined the U. S. Department of Agriculture in 
North Dakota in 1934 and served with the Irrigation and Development 
Program. He came to Glendive as Associate Economist for the Irrigation 
Program for the Denver area, and worked on the Buffalo Rapids Irri- 
gation Project. In 1941 Senator Hagenston resigned his position with the 
Department of Agriculture to enter the retail hardware business in Glen- 
dive, and was the vice president of Hagenston Hardware, Inc., and a di- 
rector of the Exchange State Bank. 


In 1954, Senator Hagenston was elected Montana State Representative 
from Dawson County, Montana, and was State Senator from that county 
in the legislative sessions of 1957 and 1959. During his tenure as a state 
Senator representing Dawson County, he served as a member of the first 
Montana Legislative Council in 1957 and 1958. He served as chairman of 
the Committee on Insurance, as vice chairman of the Committee on Banks 
and Banking, and as a member of the Committees on Finance and Claims, 
Oil and Leases, and Inter-governmental Cooperation. He introduced and 
successfully steered into law, legislation benefiting the people of the 
State of Montana. 
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Senator Hagenston was a life-long Democrat and was elected a dele- 
gate to the National Democratic Convention in 1956. He was also a past 
member of the State Democratic Small Business Advisory Committee, a 
past director of the Montana Chamber of Commerce, a past member of 
the State Advertising Committee, a past president of the Montana Hard- 
ware and Implement Association, and a past president of the Glendive 
Chamber of Commerce.

SENATE MEMORIAL RESOLUTION ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
WILLIAM E. KEELEY 


WHEREAS, it is with sincere regret that the members of the Thirty- 
ninth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana record the passing of 
former Senator William E. Keeley. 


Senator Keeley was born on the the 20th day of May, 1884, the son 
of the late James J. and Mary H. Keeley. 


In 1912 he was united in marriage to the former Lilliam Williams and 
in October 1962 they celebrated their golden wedding anniversary. She 
survives him and other survivors include two brothers, Lt. Col. E. M. (Pat) 
Keeley of Sacramento, California, Earl Keeley of Sacramento, California 
and numerous nieces and nephews. 


Senator Keeley was educated at the University of Minnesota and com- 
pleted his legal education at the University of North Dakota in 1908 and 
was immediately admitted to the bar of that state. He was admitted to 
the Montana bar in 1910 and actively engaged in the practice of law in 
Deer Lodge, Montana, in February, 1910, and had practiced law there con- 
tinuously since that time. He served as City Attorney to the City of Deer 
Lodge from 1914 to 1929 and as County Attorney of the County of Powell 
from 1917 to 1921. He was admitted to the practice of law before all state 
and federal courts and the Supreme Court of the United States. He was a 
continuous member of the American Bar Association for over forty-nine 
years, and on the 14th day of May, 1960, was awarded a fifty year pin as 
a member of the Montana Bar Association. He was a past president of 
the Montana Bar Association having served in that capacity from 1942 to 
1944, and was chairman of the executive committee of the Montana Bar 
Association from 1944 to 1946. During his long practice of law in the 
State of Montana he earned an outstanding reputation as a trial lawyer 
in both civil and criminal cases, and was recognized as one of the outstand- 
ing authorities of water law in the State of Montana. 


Senator Keeley, a life-long Republican, served as a member of the 
House of Representatives of the State of Montana, representing Powell 
County in 1925 and 1927. He was a member of the Montana State Senate

in 1929 and served in that body continuously until 1949, at which time he 
ran for the Republican nomination for Lieutenant Governor of the State 
of Montana. During his long tenure in the Montana State Senate he served 
as Republican minority floor leader during the sessions of 1935 and 1939, 
and as President pro tem and majority floor leader during the sessions 
of 1943 and 1947. He served as President pro tem ad interim between 1943 
and 1945 and during that time on various occasions served as acting Gov- 
ernor of the State of Montana. 


Senator Keeley, was a charter member and an original trustee of the 
Deer Lodge Kiwanis Club and in 1925 served as fourth president of the 
club. He was a continuous member of the Kiwanis Club for forty-one years. 


He was affiliated with the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, the 
Knights of Pythias, the Loyal Order of Moose, and the Benevolent and 
Protective Order of Elks. In 1947, he was elected the 67th Grand Chan- 
cellor of the Knights of Pythias for the Domain of Montana. 


He was a member of the First Presbyterian Church of Deer Lodge. 


Senator Keeley’s many years as a public official gave him a keen 
and broad insight into the people and their problems of Powell County 
and of Montana, and he gave unselfishly of time, energies and labor to 
the solution of those problems.

hicles to pay gross vehicle weight fees at a rate of 20% of the fees pro- 
vided in schedules I and II of said section, and containing a repealing 
clause.”

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
URGING THE GREAT NORTHERN RAILWAY, NORTHERN PACIFIC 
RAILWAY, AND CHICAGO, MILWAUKEE, ST. PAUL AND PACIFIC 
RAILROAD TO ESTABLISH A REDUCED RATE ON MONTANA 
WHEAT SHIPPED TO WEST COAST PORTS FOR EXPORT. 


WHEREAS, existing railroad rates do not encourage the movement 
of wheat in export channels; and 


WHEREAS, the Montana Graingrowers Association, the Montana 
Citizens Freight Rate Association, and the Montana Board of Railroad 
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Commissioners along with certain North and South Dakota organizations 
have filed a joint proposal with the Trans-Continental Freight Bureau 
asking for reduced rates on wheat shipped to North Pacific coast ports 
destined for export; and 


WHEREAS, a rate is needed for Montana which will allow free 
movement of wheat, and enable Montana to compete with other wheat 
producing areas which enjoy lower rates for greater distances; and 


WHEREAS, Montana produces high quality wheat in quantities ade- 
quate to supply eastern markets as well as markets to the west; and 


WHEREAS, under the 1964 wheat law, the acreage of wheat in short 
supply can be increased which would make a reduced freight rate and free 
movement of wheat even more desirable, because it would tend to 
encourage expanded production of our high quality wheat by depletion of

WHEREAS, present rates create an unduly prejudicial and unreason- 
ably competitive circumstance for our producers and shippers of grain 
in their attempt to export wheat in competition with Canada and winter 
wheat producing areas enjoying substantially lower rates.

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
URGING CONGRESSIONAL ACTION TO HELP REDUCE TRANSPOR- 
TATION COSTS THROUGH ENCOURAGEMENT OF COMPETITION. 


WHEREAS, domestic and foreign markets for Montana’s grain pro- 
ducts are of utmost importance to the state’s income and economy, and 
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WHEREAS, rapidly changing conditions in food and livestock feed 
industries make consequent changing conditions in the market requirements 
for grain and grain products at home and abroad, and 


WHEREAS, Montana should continue to seek new methods of improv- 
ing its access to and development of as broad a marketing outlet as possible 
for these profitable products of Montana enterprise, and 


WHEREAS, a concern of Montana farmers is the cost of transporta- 
tion of farm products, and 


WHEREAS, transportation of grain and other farm products to market 
should be performed at the lowest possible cost as determined by competi- 
tion among transportation modes for maximum service and minimum cost 
to shippers and 


WHEREAS, Columbia river barge lines, which receive trucked Montana 
grain en route to Pacific coast ports, have energentically sought to force 
increased Montana railroad rates on west bound grain at great expense to

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
URGING THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT TO CONSTRUCT THE PRO- 
POSED MULTIPURPOSE GLACIER VIEW DAM ON THE NORTH 
FORK OF THE FLATHEAD RIVER WITH PROPER EMPHASIS ON 
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FLOOD CONTROL AND ALSO INTEGRATE THE FLOOD CONTROL 
AND POWER GENERATING CAPABILITIES OF SPRUCE PARK AND 
HUNGRY HORSE DAMS GIVING PERSONS AND FIRMS IN MON- 
TANA FIRST PRIORITY FOR ELECTRIC POWER RESULTING FROM 
DEVELOPMENT OF WATER RESOURCES IN THE STATE. 


WHEREAS, additional upstream multiple-purpose storage areas are 
needed to get full value from water resources of the Columbia River Basin; 
and 


WHEREAS, the need for additional storage areas arises because the 
natural runoff pattern from the Columbia River Basin permits the effec- 
tive use of only a small portion of the flow and because the runoff is in 
large part the result of melting snow occurring as concentrated floods 
during a period of two or three months each spring when peak flows are 
commonly ten times those of the low-water season; and 


WHEREAS, large portions of western Montana were devastated by 
floods during early 1964 and this damage underscores the urgent need for 
development of water resources which would provide flood control; and 


WHEREAS, protection from these floods cannot be economically pro- 
vided by dikes, levees or other protective measures; and 


WHEREAS, storage of the water in large multi-purpose dams is the 
most feasible means of catching the flood waters and holding them for 
release after the flood peak has passed; and 


WHEREAS, a project to be known as the Glacier View Dam has been 
proposed to be located on the Flathead River at mile 177 on the western 
boundary of Glacier National Park, seventy-two miles upstream from 
Flathead Lake and forty-one miles below the international boundary; and 


WHEREAS, in addition to flood control, Glacier View would also pro- 
vide hydroelectric power and recreation benefits; and 


WHEREAS, when the project was proposed almost ten years ago the 
multi-purpose benefits combined to give the project a favorable benefit-to- 
cost ratio of 1.86 to 1; and 


WHEREAS, due to increased needs for flood control, additional de- 
mands for electric power and greater needs for recreational facilities it is 
probable that the benefit-to-cost ratio of the proposed project would be even 
more favorable at the present time; and 


WHEREAS, operation of Glacier View Dam, together with Hungry 
Horse Dam on the south Fork of the Flathead River, would completely 
control the floods that cause damage in the Flathead drainage area, and 
would greatly assist in the control of damaging floods throughout the 
Columbia River Basin; and 


WHEREAS, construction of Glacier View Dam would not flood any 
communities, and private property affected would be nominal; and 


WHEREAS, in addition to a more even distribution of power produc- 
tion throughout the year, the Glacier View project would also firm up power 
production of dams located downstream; and 


WHEREAS, the reservoir created by the dam would inundate about 
12,000 acres—only about one percent of the total area of Glacier National 
Park—and would not affect game animals in the Park to any appreciable 
extent but would enhance recreational use of what is now an area of 
limited use; and 


WHEREAS, the Act of August 22, 1914 (88 Stat 699) establishing 
federal jurisdiction over Glacier National Park provides that beneficial use 
of water resources has a higher priority than “reservation of all timber—

natural curiosities—and the protection of the animals—;”; and 
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WHEREAS, a logical part of the development of water resources in 
this area would include a tunnel from the reservoir to be created by 
Spruce Park Dam to the reservoir created by Hungry Horse Dam; and 


WHEREAS, in addition to enhancing flood control, this diversion would 
increase production of electric power at Hungry Horse Dam by about one- 
third and provide for additional power production at existing and proposed 
plants downstream; and 


WHEREAS, the rapidly increasing population of the Pacific Northwest 
and the nation place upon this generation a special responsibility for the 
maximum utilization of all the great natural resources bestowed upon this 
nation by Divine Providence; and 


WHEREAS, the industrial development of Montana and the Pacific 
Northwest will be enhanced greatly by the large amounts of low cost power 
which can be made available by full development of the proposed Glacier 
View Dam and also through integrating the development of Spruce Park 
and Hungry Horse Dams; and 


WHEREAS, consumers within the State of Montana should have first 
priority in obtaining any electric power generated as a result of develop- 
ment of water resources in Montana. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the federal government is urged to provide the necessary legis- 
lation to authorize construction of the proposed Glacier View Dam on the 
North Fork of the Flathead River in Montana and to authorize a suf- 
ficient amount of money for detailed planning and construction of Glacier 
View Dam. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the federal government is urged 
to also provide the necessary legislation to authorize construction of a 
tunnel which would link the reservoir which will be created by Spruce 
Park Dam with that created by Hungry Horse Dam. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that although maximum flood control 
should be the primary objective of water resource development in north- 
western Montana, consumers within the State of Montana should have first 
priority in obtaining any electric power generated as a result of water 
resources development in Montana. The federal government is, therefore, 
strongly urged to make such a power reservation when new projects in 
Montana are authorized or existing projects expanded. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Secretary of the Senate is 
instructed to send copies of this resolution to the President of the United 
States, to the President of the Senate and Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States Congress, to each member of the Montana 
congressional delegation, to the Secretary of the Interior and the Com- 
missioner of the Bureau of Reclamation, to the Secretary of the Army and 
the Chief of Army Engineers, and to the Director of the Budget.

by the authority of the United States, shall revise and adjust the appor- 
tionment for representatives and senators on the basis of such census 
[enumeration according to ratios to be fixed by law]. 


(3) At such time as the constitution of the United States is amended 
or interpreted to permit apportionment of one house of a state legislature 
on factors other than population, the senate of the legislative assembly 
may be so apportioned.” 


Section 2. Section 3, Article VI of the Constitution of the State of Mon- 
tana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 3. Senatorial and representative districts may be altered from 
time to time as public convenience may require. When a senatorial or repre- 
sentative district shall be composed of two or more counties, they shall be 
contiguous, and the districts as compact as may be. [No county shall be 
divided in the formation of representative districts.]”’ 


Sections 4 and 45, Article V, and Sections 4, 5 and 6 of 
Article VI of the Constitution of the State of Montana are repealed. 


Section 4. When this amendment is submitted to the electors of Mon- 
tana, there shall be printed on the ballot the title and Sections 1, 2 and 3 of 
this act and the following words: 


“T] For the above amendment.”

WHEREAS, Fort Union is located in the northeastern part of North

WHEREAS, it was at the site of Fort Union that Lewis and Clark 
made their headquarters on their famous and historic expedition during 
their survey of the lands west of the Mississippi River purchased by the

WHEREAS, the construction of Fort Union greatly aided the elimina- 
tion of wars between the white man and the Indians and helped preserve 
their peace, and 
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WHEREAS, Fort Union became the center of fur trade in the west,

Introduced by McDonnell 


A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
REQUESTING THAT THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL CONDUCT A 
STUDY OF THE MUNICIPAL TRAFFIC ORDINANCES IN THE STATE; 
THE COMPATIBILITY OF THESE ORDINANCES WITH THE MODEL 
TRAFFIC ORDINANCE PROMULGATED BY THE NATIONAL COM- 
MITTEE ON UNIFORM TRAFFIC LAWS AND ORDINANCES; AND 
REPORT THE FINDINGS OF THIS STUDY TO THE FORTIETH 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 


WHEREAS, non-uniform traffic laws are a source of inconvenience 
and hazard to the motorist and pedestrian alike in municipalities; and 


WHEREAS, non-uniform laws contribute to accidents, traffic snarls, 
congestion in municipalities, increase the administrative and enforcement 
burdens of government agencies; and 


WHEREAS, in recognition of these problems, the Model Traffic 
Ordinance for municipalities was developed and recommended for adop- 
tion by all jurisdictions by the National Committee on Uniform Traffic 
Laws and Ordinances in the interest of safe and efficient highway trans- 
portation; and 


WHEREAS, this is also a very effective procedure in expediting the 
adoption of an adequate, uniform ordinance in all municipalities of the 
state; and 


WHEREAS, the proper purpose of all traffic legislation is not to 
impose unnecessary or unreasonable restrictions on highway traffic, but 
rather to insure, as far as this can be by laws and their enforcement, 
that traffic shall move smoothly, expeditiously and safely, and that no 
legitimate user of the highway—whether in a vehicle or on foot—shall be 
a injured or frustrated in such use by the improper behavior of others; 
an 


WHEREAS, the Model Traffic Ordinance aims at providing to every 
motorist, through law, a maximum degree of safety within the framework 
of the traditional freedoms to which the motorist is entitled; and 
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WHEREAS, the legislative assembly should not make a final decision 
on whether to allow adoption of the Model Traffic Ordinance until present 
municipal ordinances have been studied and the effect of adoption of the 
Ordinance is fully known. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Legislative Council is requested to conduct a comprehensive 
study of present municipal traffic ordinances, the Model Traffic Ordinance, 
and the effect of state enabling legislation which would allow adoption of 
the Model Ordinance. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Montana Highway Patrol 
and municipal law enforcement officers are requested to lend aid and 
advice to the Council in the conduct of this study.

(8) <A high school joint district is territory lying partly in one county 
-and partly in another, designated a high school joint district in accordance 
with the provisions of this act; 
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(4) County L is a county in which the school operated by an elemen- 
tary joint district is located; 


(5) County NL is a county in which the school operated by an ele- 
mentary joint district is not located. 


(b) Procedure for formation of high school joint district: 


(1) The action to form a high school joint district may be initiated 
by a majority of the resident taxpayers who are registered electors and 
whose names appear upon the last completed assessment roll for state, 
county and schoo] district taxes, residing in an elementary joint district 
in the whole of the territory of such joint district lying in County NL. 
Such majority shall present a petition, in writing, to the county superin- 
tendent of schools of County NL, asking that the whole of the territory of 
the elementary joint district in which they reside in County NL be joined 
to that high school district in County L which includes the territory of the 
same elementary joint district lying in County L, to form a high school 
joint district. 


(2) The petition shail describe the territory in County NL proposed 
to be joined to the high school district in County L, and shall also state 
the reason for desiring such change, and the number of children of high 
school age, if any, residing in such territory. 


(3) The county superintendent of schools of County NL shall file said 
petition in his office immediately on receipt thereof, and shall give notice 
to the parties interested by posting notices at least ten (10) days prior to © 
the time appointed for considering said petition, one (1) of which shall be 
in a public place in the territory in County NL proposed to be joined to the 
high school district in County L, and one (1) on the door of each high 
school in County NL which would be affected by the proposed change by 
reason of reduction of the territory designated for the support of such 
high school. At the time stated in said notice for the consideration of such 
petition, which shall not be less than ten (10) days nor more than thirty 
(30) days after the date of filing such petition, the county superintendent 
shall proceed to hear such petition. 


(4) The county superintendent shall either grant or deny such peti- 
tion based on evidence received. If such petition is granted, the county 
superintendent shall make an order fixing the boundaries of the high school 
joint district so formed. Subject to the provisions of paragraph (5) of this 
section, such order shall be final, unless an appeal be taken to the board of 
county commissioners of County NL within thirty (30) days thereafter, and 
upon hearing thereof the decision of said board shall be final, provided how-: 
ever that the right of appeal to the district court is reserved. No petition 
shall be granted when an operating high school exists in County NL within 
three (3) miles of any point of the territory described in the petition. No 
petition shall be denied solely because the territory described in the petition 
lies within the boundaries of a high school district in County NL, provided, 
however that if the removal of such territory from such high school district 
would reduce the taxable valuation of such high school district to less than 
seven hundred fifty thousand dollars ($750,000) the petition shall be denied. 


(5) Copies of the order fixing the boundaries of the high school joint 
district shall be transmitted by the county superintendent of County NL. 
to the county superintendent of County L and to the board of trustees of 
the affected high school district in County L, who within thirty (30) days 
from the receipt thereof shall act to approve or disapprove such order. 
Before the order will become effective, approval must be given by such 
county superintendent and by such board of trustees. 


Section 2. High school joint districts created hereunder shall be gov- 
erned by the general school laws of the state. 


Section 8. Bonded indebtedness of any territory affected by the pro- 
visions of this act shall remain the indebtedness and obligation of the 
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original territory against which such bonds were issued and shall be paid 
for out of levies made against said original territory. 

Section 4. This act is effective April 1, 1965.”

SENATE RESOLUTION NO. 15 
Introduced by Thiessen 


A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
ESTABLISHING AN INTERIM COMMITTEE TO STUDY THE PROB- 
LEM OF REAPPORTIONING THE MONTANA LEGISLATIVE AS- 
SEMBLY AND PRESENT ITS FINDINGS TO THE UNITED STATES 
DISTRICT COURT FOR THE DISTRICT OF MONTANA. 


WHEREAS, a federal court has stated that “the apportionment system 
in the State of Montana is an example of what the Supreme Court calls 
‘invidious discrimination’ ”; and 

WHEREAS, the federal court also stated that “reapportionment is 
most appropriately accomplished by action of the legislature. . .” and re- 
frained from taking any further action “until such time as the state legis- 
lature shall have had an opportunity to take appropriate action designed 
to put into effect a state legislative apportionment scheme which will 
measure up to the requirements of the equal protection clause of the Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution of the United States. . .”; and 


WHEREAS, reapportionment of the legislative assembly is the most 
important issue faced by the Thirty-ninth Legislative Assembly; and 
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WHEREAS, the decision reached on this issue will have a vital effect 
upon all citizens of the state, not only for the present but also for the fore- 
seeable future; and 


WHEREAS, although a substantial amount of information is now 
available upon which a plan of reapportionment might be based, it is pos- 
sible that this information might be refined and made more useable if addi- 
tional time were given to its analysis; and 


WHEREAS, it is unreasonable to expect that the legislative assembly 
consider all the pressing needs for legislation and also devise a compli- 
cated reapportionment plan during the extremely short, sixty day biennial 
session; and 


WHEREAS, an interim committee of the legislature could devote its 
entire time to considering the problem of reapportionment thus greatly 
enhancing the possibility that any guidelines or plans proposed would not 
only be equitable to the citizens of the state, but would also comply with 
the requirements of recent court decisions. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That an interim committee composed of five members from each house 
and one person who is not a member of the legislative assembly is hereby 
created to study the problem of legislative reapportionment and formulate 
a plan for presentation to the federal courts, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that primary consideration be given to 
plans which would provide for single member districts and a ratio of one 
member of the house of representatives for approximately each 7,500 per- 
tits and one member of the senate for approximately each 15,000 persons, 
an 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that if the legislative assembly fails to 
adopt a plan of reapportionment during the regular 1965 session, primary 
consideration be given to the plan contained in Senate Bill No. 30 of the 
1965 legislature modified as necessary to adapt it to both the senate and 
house of representatives, and to provide for single member districts, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the committee present its findings, 
recommendations and plans to the United States district court for the dis- 
trict of Montana before January 1, 1966, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that three members of the majority 
party and two members of the minority party be elected by the membership 
of each house of the legislative assembly to serve on the committee, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that, if by the third of March, 1965, 
either house has failed to elect five of its members to the committee, the 
members elected by the other house shall designate and invite five members 
to serve on the committee from the house failing to elect such members, 
and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the staff of the legislative coun- 
cil shall provide secretarial and research services for the committee.

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
EXPRESSING THE OPINION THAT FREIGHT RATES ON GRAIN TO 
PACIFIC COAST PORTS SHOULD BE REDUCED, BUT THAT IF RATES 
FROM DAKOTA POINTS TO PACIFIC COAST PORTS ARE ADJUSTED, 
RATES FROM INTERMEDIATE POINTS IN MONTANA SHOULD BE 
ADJUSTED SO THAT MONTANA FARMERS AND GRAIN SHIPPERS 
ARE NOT DISCRIMINATED AGAINST AND RATES TO NORTH PA- 
CIFIC COAST PORTS SHOW THE SAME PROGRESSIVE DECREASE 
AS DISTANCE DECLINES AS DO RATES TO MARKETING POINTS 
IN THE EAST. 


WHEREAS, the Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul, and Pacific, Great 
Northern, and Northern Pacific railroads have recently proposed changed 
freight rates on grain from points in the Dakotas and eastern Montana 
to north Pacific coast ports for export; and 


WHEREAS, this proposal will be acted upon within the next month 
by the interested carriers; and 


WHEREAS, the proposal calls for rates from points in the Dakotas 
to north Pacific coast ports for export which are as much as twenty 
cents per hundred weight lower than the rates from points in eastern 
Montana; and 


WHEREAS, as an example, the proposed rate from Sidney, Montana 
is higher than the proposed rate from Williston or Grand Forks, North 
Dakota even though the latter two points are more distant from the 
north Pacific coast ports; and 


WHEREAS, the proposed rates would give grain shippers in the 
Dakotas an unfair, unwarranted advantage over shippers in Montana 
thus discriminating against Montana farmers; and 


WHEREAS, there has been no logical explanation advanced to 
support this proposed disparity in freight rates on grain to north Pacific 
coast. ports. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF 
THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Senate hereby expresses the opinion that freight rates 
on grain to Pacific coast ports should be reduced, but that if rates from 
Dakota points to Pacific coast ports are adjusted, rates from intermediate 
points in Montana should be adjusted so that Montana farmers and grain 
shippers are not discriminated against and rates to North Pacific coast 
ports show the same progressive decrease as distance declines as do rates 
to marketing points in the east. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Senate requests each member 
of the Montana congressional delegation, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, and the Montana Railroad Commission to give any proposal for 
rate changes which would discriminate against Montana very close scrutiny 
adopting the position that if rates from Dakota points to north Pacific 
coast ports are changed, rates from intermediate points in Montana should 
be adjusted so that there is no discrimination against Montana farmers 
and grain shippers.

Tagine CENTER IN MONTANA IF CONGRESS AUTHORIZES SUCH

WHEREAS, President Lyndon B. Johnson has requested that Con- 
gress authorize construction of some thirty-two regional medical centers 
throughout the nation; and 


WHEREAS, the intent of establishing these centers is to combat the 
killer diseases and insure that victims of cancer, heart disease, and stroke 
have the latest methods of treatment readily available; and 


WHEREAS, the area near Columbia Falls is endowed with a moderate 
climate, clear mountain air, and scenery unexcelled anywhere in the 
nation; and 


WHEREAS, these factors combine to make an ideal location for 
a regional medical center which would be conducive to the treatment of 
persons suffering from the killer diseases; and 


WHEREAS, the area also has unlimited recreational potential and 
excellent facilities both for patients and the staff of a medical center; and 


WHEREAS, a medical center located at Columbia Falls could serve 
a large geographic area because of the easy accessibility by air, railroad, 
and highway transportation; and 


WHEREAS, if the medical center were located on land owned by 
the State adjacent to the Veterans Center, the Federal Government might 
acquire the necessary property at a more reasonable cost than if the 
center were located elsewhere. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF 
THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the President, members of the Montana congressional delegation, 
chairman of the Senate Labor and Public Welfare Committee, chairman of 
the House Public Works Committee, and the Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare take the action necessary to locate a regional medical 
center at Columbia Falls, Montana if regional medical centers are author- 
ized by Congress.

I am returning herewith Senate Bill No. 62 without my approval for 
the following reasons: 


This bill as its purpose the raising of inheritance tax rates on collateral 
heirs in estate matters. While I might concur in the purpose of the bill, 
my study of this bill indicates that it is patently unconstitutional on its, 
face in that it is a revenue measure introduced in the Senate rather than 
in the House in direct violation of Article V, Section 6, of the Constitution 
of the State of Montana, which reads, in part: “All bills for raising revenue 
shall originate in the House of Representatives .. .” 


I had thought that perhaps there might be some legal avenue to the 
contrary, but from an examination of our constitutional provision, our 
State Supreme Court holdings and holdings generally in sister states under 
similar constitutional provision, it is clear that the measure is unconstitu- 
tional. Rather than cast doubt on inheritance tax collections by the 
Board of Equalization, I feel the measure should be vetoed.

Amend the title by deleting all that material following the words 
“and sale of bonds” appearing in line 8 of the original bill, being line 
3 of the printed bill, and inserting in lieu thereof the following: “to 
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finance said program payable solely from special non-property taxes 
pledged to a special sinking fund account; pledging and appropriating por- 
tions of the income tax, corporation license tax, and excise taxes on cig- 
arettes; and amending Section 84-1901, R.C.M. 1947.”; 


And further amend House Bill No. 512 by striking out all that material 
following the enacting clause and substituting therefor the attached amend- 
ments: 


“Section 1. Definitions and establishment of funds. 


(1) Long range building program means and includes all buildings, 
structures and facilities to be constructed, repaired, used, equipped or 
furnished and land to be acquired therefor with the consent of the 
legislative assembly in accordance with R.C.M. 1947, Sections 82-3514 
to 82-3318, inclusive. 


(2) Long range building program bonds mean and include all series 
of bonds issued as authorized in Section 2 to finance any portion of the 
long range building program. 


(8) Sinking fund account means a separate long range building pro- 
gram subfund which is created within the sinking fund established in 
R. C. M. 1947, Section 79-410, and shall be segregated by the treasurer from 
all other money in that or any other fund in the treasury and used only 
to pay long range building program bonds and interest thereon when due, 
so long as any such bonds or interest remain unpaid. 


(4) Clearance fund account means a separate long range building 
program subfund which is created within the bond and insurance clearance 
fund established in R.C. M. 1947, Section 79-410, and shall be segregated 
by the treasurer from all other money in that or any other fund in the 
State Treasury and used only to pay costs of the long range building 
program, upon order of the controller acting within the limits of the 
authority conferred upon him by the legislative assembly. 


(5) Board, controller and treasurer mean the State Board of Exam- 
iners, State Controller and State Treasurer, respectfully. 


“Section 2. Long range building program bonds. 


(1) When authorized by the legislative assembly, and within the 
limits of such authorization and the further limitations in this section, the 
board may issue and sell bonds of the State of Montana in such manner 
as it shall deem necessary and proper to provide funds to finance the 
long range building program. All bonds issued hereunder shall contain 
a statement that they are not and shall never become a debt or liability 
of the State of Montana within the meaning of any constitutional or statu- 
tory limitation or provision, and that no ad valorem tax may be levied 
upon property within the State of Montana to pay principal thereof or 
interest thereon, but that the bonds and interest are payable solely from 
the proceeds of special taxes pledged and appropriated to the sinking 
fund account as provided in this chapter, and shall contain the pledge of the 
State of Montana to continue to levy and collect said special taxes and 
to apply the proceeds thereof to the retirement of said bonds and the pay- 
ment of interest thereon. 


(2) Each series of such bonds shall be issued by the board upon re- 
quest of the controller, in such denominations and form, whether payable to 
bearer or registered as to principal or both principal and interest, with 
such provisions for conversion or exchange and for the issuance of notes 
in anticipation. of the execution and delivery of definitive bonds, bearing 
interest at such rate or rates not exceeding five per centum (5%) per 
annum, maturing at such times not exceeding thirty (30) years from 
date of issue, subject to redemption at such earlier times and prices and 
upon such notice, and payable at the office of such fiscal agency of the 
State of Montana, as the board shall determine subject to the limitations 
contained in this section. 
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(3) In the issuance of each series of such bonds, the amount, matur- 
ities and interest rates thereof shall be fixed in such manner that the 
maximum amount of principal and interest to become due in any subsequent 
fiscal year on all such bonds then outstanding and on the series so to be 
issued will not exceed fifty per centum (50%) of the average annual 
amount collected during the three (3) then next preceeding fiscal years, 
from the special taxes pledged by law to the sinking fund account at 
the time of such issuance. 


(4) In all other respects the board is authorized to prescribe the 
form and terms of the bonds, and shall do whatever is lawful and necessary 
for their issuance and payment.Such bonds and any interest coupons 
appurtenant thereto shall be signed by the members of the State Board 
of Examiners, and the bonds shall be issued under the great seal of the 
State of Montana. The bonds and coupons may be executed with facsimile 
signatures and seal in the manner and subject to the limitations prescribed 
Seater The State Treasurer shall keep a record of all such bonds issued 
and sold. 


(5) All proceeds of bonds issued hereunder shall be deposited in the 
clearance fund account, except that any premiums and accrued interest 
received shall be deposited in the sinking fund account. 


“Section 8. Sinking fund account. 


(1) From and after the pledge and appropriation of any special tax 
to the sinking fund account, as provided and contemplated in this section, 
such tax shall continue in force and shall be available and shall be irre- 
vocably pledged and appropriated for the payment of long range building 
program bonds, and all money received from the collection thereof shall 
be deposited by the treasurer to the credit of the sinking fund account, so 
long as any such bonds or the interest thereon remains unpaid. 


(2) Money in the sinking fund account shall be used first to pay 
interest and principal when due on long range building program bonds; 
second to accumulate a reserve in the amount required below, for the 
further security of such payments; and third to maintain this reserve in 
an amount at least equal, after each interest and principal payment, to 
the maximum amount of interest and principal which will become due on 
all such bonds which are then outstanding in any subsequent fiscal year. 


(3) Money at any time received in the sinking fund account in excess 
of the principal, interest and reserve requirements stated in subsection 
(2) shall be transferred by the treasurer to the general fund. If the balance 
at any time on hand in the sinking fund account is not sufficient for com- 
pliance with subsection (2), the treasurer shall credit to said account an 
amount sufficient to restore said balance from the next collections of 
the special taxes appropriated to said account, and from any other col- 
lections of taxes appropriated to the general fund, not exceeding the aggre- 
gate amount theretofore transferred from the sinking fund account to the 
general fund, and not including ad valorem taxes on property. 


(4) The state reserves the power, by enactment of the legislative 
assembly or the people, to levy, impose and assess and to pledge and 
appropriate to the sinking fund account any tax specially designated there- 
from, except an ad valorem tax on property, or any specified amount or 
percentage of the collections of such special tax, provided that this power 
shall not be construed to constitute a pledge of the general credit of the 
State of Montana. The state also reserves the power to appropriate any 
funds designated by enactment of the legislative assembly or the people for 
the redemption and prepayment of any long range building program bonds, 
or to authorize the issuance and sale of bonds for the purpose of refunding 
any such outstanding bonds or interest thereon, upon such terms and 
conditions as may be provided in said enactments and consistent with 
covenants and agreements made for the security of the outstanding bonds. 
Refunding bonds issued in advance of the maturity of the bonds refunded 
shall be issued only subject to the conditions stated in subsection (3) of 
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Section 2, substituting for this purpose the principal and interest require- 
ments of the refunding bonds for those of the bonds refunded. Nothing here- 
in shall prevent the board from issuing and selling refunding bonds, payable 
from the sinking fund account, to provide funds for payment of principal or 
interest due on long range building program bonds, when and if and to the 
extent that the sinking fund account is insufficient for this purpose. 


(5) The state hereby pledges and appropriates, and directs to be 
credited as received to the sinking fund account, five per centum (5%) of all 
money received from the collection of the income tax and the corporation 
license tax referred to in Section 84-1901, R.C.M. 1947, and such addi- 
tional amount of said taxes, if any, as may at any time be needed to 
comply with the principal and. interest and reserve requirements stated in 
subsection (2) of this Section 8; provided that no more than five per 
ecentum (5%) of such tax collections shall be deemed to be pledged for the 
purpose of subsection (3) of Section 2. The pledge and appropriation herein 
made shall be and remain at all times a first and prior charge upon all 
money received from the collection of said taxes. 


(6) The state also pledges and appropriates, and directs to be credited 
as received to the sinking fund account, all money received from the col- 
lection of each of the excise taxes on cigarettes and other tobacco products 
which are levied, imposed and assessed by Section 84-5606, subdivisions 
(3), (4) and (5), R.C.M. 1947, as amended, after the payment and re- 
demption in full of the outstanding bonds for which any such tax has 
heretofore been pledged and appropriated; provided that nothing herein 
shall prevent the discontinuance of any such tax after the payment and 
redemption of said outstanding bonds, if an initiative measure providing 
for the continuance of such tax is submitted to the qualified electors of 
the state at an election prior to January 1, 1967, and fails to receive the 
approval of a majority of the electors voting thereon. 


“Section 4. Waiver of security provisions. If so stated in any series 
of bonds issued hereunder, the purchasers and holders thereof may by their 
purchase and redemption of the same waive in whole or in part the security 
otherwise made available for such bonds by any provisions of this act. 


“Section 5. Authorization of bonds. The board is authorized to issue 
and sell long range building program bonds in an amount not exceeding 
fifteen million dollars ($15,000,000), upon the conditions and in the manner 
stated in this chapter.” 


Section 6. Section 84-1901, R. C. M. 1947 is amended to read as follows: 


“84-1901. The State Treasurer shall deposit to the credit of the 
state general fund all moneys received by him from the collection of auto- 
mobile drivers’ license fees under Section 174.11, electric energy producers’ 
license taxes under Sections 84-1601 to 84-1609, inclusive, metalliferous 
mines license taxes under Sections 84-2001 to 84-2015, inclusive, telegraph 
license taxes under Sections 84-2501 to 84-2508, inclusive, oil producers’ 
license taxes under Sections 84-2201 to 84-2211, inclusive, natural gas dis- 
tributors’ license taxes under Sections 84-2101 to 84-2110, inclusive, liquor 
license taxes under Chapter 4 of Title 4, telephone license taxes under Sec- 
tions 84-2601 to 84-2608, inclusive, inheritance and estate taxes under 
Sections 91-4401 to 91-4459, inclusive, and seventy[-five] per centum 
[(75%)] (70%) of all moneys received from the collection of income taxes 
under Sections 84-4901 to 84-4935, inclusive, and corporation license taxes 
under Sections 84-1501 to 84-1519, inclusive, subject to the prior pledge 
and appropriation of such income tax and corporation license tax collections 
for the payment of long range building program bonds. The remaining 
twenty-five per centum (25%) [thereof to] of the proceeds of the corpora- 
tion license tax and income tax shall be deposited to the credit of the ear- 
marked revenue fund for state equalization aid to the public schools of 
Montana in order to comply with the provisions of Section la of Article XII 
of the Constitution of the State of Montana; and the State Treasurer shall 
also deposit to the credit of the state general fund all moneys received 
by him from the collection of license taxes, fees and from all other 
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sources under the operation of the Montana beer act, and being Sections 
4-301 to 4-356, inclusive, and all net revenues and receipts received by him 
from and under the operation of the state liquor control act, being Sections 
4-101 to 4-237, inclusive.”

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
URGING CONGRESSIONAL ACTION TO HELP REDUCE TRANSPOR- 
TATION COSTS THROUGH ENCOURAGEMENT OF COMPETITION 
AND REQUESTING RAILROAD CARRIERS TO ESTABLISH REDUCED 
RATES. 


WHEREAS, domestic and foreign markets for Montana’s grain prod- 
ucts are of utmost importance to the state’s income and economy, and 


WHEREAS, rapidly changing conditions in food and livestock feed 
industries make consequent changing conditions in the market require- 
ments for grain and grain products at home and abroad, and 


WHEREAS, Montana should continue to seek new methods of im- 
proving its access to and development of as broad a marketing outlet as 
possible for these profitable products of Montana enterprise, and 


WHEREAS, a concern of Montana farmers is the cost of transportation 
of farm products, and 


WHEREAS, railroad rates under existing regulations, do not encourage 
movement of wheat in export channels, and 


WHEREAS, a rate is needed for Montana which will allow free move- 
ment of wheat and thus enable Montana to compete with other wheat 
producing areas, and 
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WHEREAS, under the 1964 wheat law, the acreage of wheat in short 
supply can be increased, which would make a reduced freight rate and 
free movement of wheat even more desirable, because it would tend to 
encourage expanded production of our high quality wheat by depletion of 
present stocks of such wheat, and 


WHEREAS, grain producing and marketing organizations in Montana, 
cooperating with other states, and the Montana Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners have made requests to reduce or to maintain reduced rates to 
foster Montana’s competitive position in domestic and export marketing, and 


WHEREAS, transportation of grain and other farm products to market 
should be performed at the lowest possible cost as determined by competi- 
tion among transportation modes for maximum service and minimum cost 
to shippers, and 


WHEREAS, there have developed substantial changes in marketing 
patterns; competitive conditions as between transportation agencies; im- 
provements in transportation facilities and equipment and their operation; 
the manufacturing and marketing of products of small grains; the manu- 
facture of new and different products; and shifts in population, and 


WHEREAS, this necessitates a reappraisal and a general overhauling 
of the present freight rate structure on small grains for the purpose of 
determining the reasonableness and lawfulness otherwise of the present 
rates, charges, rules, and regulations applicable to their transportation, not 
only with respect to domestic movements but to export as well. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Congress of the United States be requested to direct the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to enter into an investigation concerning 
the lawfulness of the freight rates, charges, rules, and regulations pertain- 
ing to the transportation of carload shipments of small grains in domestic 
and export commerce and that it, in so doing, provide reasonable and 
sufficient appropriations to enable said commission to employ competent 
and sufficient personnel to proceed with and complete as promptly as pos- 
sible such an investigation, and prescribe as a result thereof, a reasonable 
adjustment of rates, charges, rules, and regulations free from undue 
preference, prejudice, and discrimination which it shall find justified in 
the premises, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that copies of this resolution be sent 
to the Honorable Lyndon B. Johnson, President of the United States, and 
Honorable Mike Mansfield and Lee Metcalf, and the Honorable Arnold H. 
Olsen and James F. Battin, Senators and Representatives from the State 
of Montana, to the Honorable Warren C. Magnuson and the Honorable 
Oren Harris, Chairman respectively of the Senate and House Commerce 
Committees, to the Interstate Commerce Commission, to the Montana 
Railroad and Public Service Commission and to the presidents of the 
Great Northern Railway, Northern Pacific Railway, Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Paul and Pacific Railroad, Union Pacific Railroad, Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy Railroad and the Soo Line Railroad. 


The President referred the foregoing resolution to the Committee on 
Highways and Transportation.

PARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION, AND ANY OTHER STATE OR 
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COUNTY AGENCY OR AGENCIES TO IMMEDIATELY TAKE ALL 
MEASURES NECESSARY TO HAVE ALL ELIGIBLE AREAS IN THE

OF 1964.

WHEREAS, America’s farmers—using highly efficient techniques— 
grow more food than we eat or export. Yet, some Americans have poor 
diets because of low income. This situation prompted the Federal Govern- 
ment to explore means of reaching two important national objectives: 


(1) Safeguarding the health of the Nation’s low-income families 
through better nutrition. 


(2) Increasing the flow of foods from the Nation’s farms through 
normal trade channels. 


The Food Stamp Program is an effective way to reach these goals. 
The United States Department of Agriculture tried out the program in 
43 areas of the United States, starting in May 1961. The tests showed: 


Farmers benefit from the expanded markets created by the Food 
Stamp Program. In one test area, returns to farmers from food bought 
by low-income families rose from $1.75 per person before the Food Stamp 
Program to $2.01 after the program went into effect. 


Low-income families using the food stamp coupons are eating much 
more and better foods, with more than 80 percent of the increase in 
livestock products, fruits and vegetables. Now, their diets are much more 
nutritious than before. 


Local businesses and the whole community benefit. In pilot food 
stamp areas, sales in retail food stores increased 8 percent. This helped 
all the economy of these areas, and 


WHEREAS, it is one of the functions of the government of the State of 
Montana to do everything within its power to render whatever aid is 
available to the people under its jurisdiction, who, due to conditions beyond 
their control, are without means to adequately support themselves and 
their families at a reasonable subsistence level, and 


WHEREAS, it has been shown by facts and figures that citizens of 
some Montana communities are presently in need of aid through the Food 
Stamp Program, and 


WHEREAS, aid for these citizens is available to them from the 
Federal government under the provisions of the Food Stamp Act of 1964 
(P. L. 88-525, 78 Stat. 703 approved August 31, 1964), which was enacted 
by Congress to assist low-income households to increase their expenditures 
for food, and to upgrade the quality of their diets, by distributing food cou- 
pons of higher monetary value than eligible households have been spending 
for food. (The difference between the amount the household pays for the 
coupons and the value of the coupon allotment represents the Federal 
contribution to the households increased food purchasing power), through 
requests initiated by state welfare agencies for participation on behalf 
of political subdivisions, and 


WHEREAS, food coupons are issued to families determined by state 
public welfare agencies to be in economic need of food assistance. Families 
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receiving some type of public or general assistance under a state’s welfare 
program are considered to be in economic need. Other families may also 
receive food coupons provided their family income does not exceed stated 
amounts. The income requirements are worked out by USDA with the state 
and must be in line with the standards used by the state to determine 
eligibility for its welfare programs, and 


WHEREAS, the State Department of Public Welfare in September, 
1964, continued the Silver Bow County program, but at the same time 
rejected the expansion of the Food Stamp Program to any other part 
of Montana, and 


WHEREAS, unless the provisions of the Food Stamp Act of 1964 
are made available to other eligible communities and its eligible citizens 
in this state, there is certain to be unnecessary hardship, and just and 
warranted charges of discrimination made against the State of Montana, 
and the State of Montana can be justly accused of an utter disregard for 
the health and welfare of a substantial number of its people. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Senate of the State of Montana of the Thirty-Ninth Legisla- 
tive Assembly now in session, requests, through this resolution, the Gover- 
nor of the State of Montana, the Montana Department of Public Welfare, 
the Montana State Department of Administration, and any other state or 
county agency concerned, to immediately take all measures necessary to 
have all eligible areas in the State of Montana participate in the Food 
Stamp Act of 1964. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Secretary of State of the 
State of Montana send a copy of this Resolution to those hereinabove 
mentioned, and to the Board of County Commissioners of each county of 
the State of Montana. 


The President referred the foregoing resolution to the Committee on 
Public Health, Welfare and Safety.

Gentlemen: 


I have studied Senate Bill 202 from the viewpoint of one who has en- 
joyed and observed personally the electrification of rural Montana through- 
out almost all of its development. 


During this period, I teok pride in the progress which was made... 
to the point that the farms and rural areas of our state now are more than 
96 percent served. The rural electric cooperatives deserve a great portion 
of the credit for this accomplishment. 
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I am mindful of this in returning to you, herewith, Senate Bill 202, 
without my approval for the following reasons: 


The rural electric cooperatives in Montana were established for the pur- 
pose of bringing electricity to farmers and ranchers who did not have elec- 
tricity available to them. 


Senate Bill 202 changes this concept of rural electrification to one of 
urban electrification. To my mind, this would, in the long run, be detri- 
mental to the cooperatives and to their memberships. 


To illustrate, if the rural electric cooperatives are to be given the right 
to abandon their original purpose and become urban electric suppliers, it 
would be necessary that they also be required to accept the responsibilities 
which go with such public utility status. 


If it is the disposition of the legislature to change the concept from 
rural to urban, then consideration must be given also to imposing upon 
rural electric cooperatives regulations and taxation similar to other utili- 
ties. 


An additional effect of Senate Bill 202 would be to guarantee dupli- 
cation of lines in potential areas of annexation around our incorporated 
communities. 


This conclusion is apparent when one recognized the competitive situa- 
tion which would result from authority granted under existing law, which 
permits utilities to run lines before or after annexation. 


It is reasonable to assume that this would occur as utilities sought a 
share of customers. 


I feel it necessary to point out, also, that Senate Bill 202, in prohibiting 
expanding distribution facilities in communities of over 3,500 people, would 
prevent Marias River Electric Cooperative in Shelby and Glacier Electric 
Cooperative in Cut Bank from legally extending their lines in annexed 
areas whenever additional customers moved into those areas. 


For these reasons, I am returning this Senate Bill to you without my 
approval.

REQUESTING ACTION BY CONGRESS, BY THE INTERSTATE COM- 
MERCE COMMISSION AND RAILROADS TO REDUCE TRANSPOR- 
TATION COSTS IN TRANSPORTING MONTANA WHEAT FOR EX- 
PORT; RATES FROM INTERMEDIATE POINTS IN MONTANA 
SHOULD BE ADJUSTED SO THAT MONTANA FARMERS AND 
GRAIN SHIPPERS ARE NOT DISCRIMINATED AGAINST AND RATES 
TO NORTH PACIFIC COAST PORTS FOR EXPORT SHOW THE SAME 
PROGRESSIVE DECREASE AS DISTANCE DECLINES. 


WHEREAS, Montana produces high quality wheats, valued in domestic 
and export consumption, the income from which is highly important to the 
economy and welfare of our state; and 


WHEREAS, changing conditions in domestic and world wheat markets 
require changes in transportation rates and other marketing factors in 
order to keep Montana wheat competitive with those raised in other areas; 
and 


WHEREAS, costs of transportation is a significant factor in reaching

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Judiciary, having had under 
consideration Senate Resolution No. 4, respectfully report as follows: 


That under provisions set forth in Senate Resolution No. 4, it was 
necessary for the committee to study the cooperative agreement entered 
into between the Fish and Game Commission and the Montana Territorial 
Centennial Commission, dated June 4, 1968, since this is the basic instru- 
ment under which Fish and Game funds were made available to the Mon- 
tana Territorial Centennial Commission and by said Centennial Commission 
expended. 


This agreement provided that it was to “promote out-of-state tourist 
and fishing and wildlife resources” and provided that “the Fish and Game 
Commission was to assist in the Centennial Train Project generally.” 


The committee finds with respect to the “cooperative agreement” that 
the Fish and Game Commission exceeded its authority by entering into it. 
Section 26-104, R.C. M. 1947, provides that cooperative agreements may be 
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entered into by the Fish and Game Commission to “promote wildlife re- 
search and to train men for wildlife management,” and “for the develop- 
ment of game, bird, fish, or furbearing animal management and demonstra- 
tive projects.” Making a cooperative agreement to promote out-of-state 
interest in Montana is not within the scope of this section. The net effect of 
the cooperative agreement was that the sum of $50,000.00 of Fish and 
Game funds was improperly allocated to general expense of the Centennial 
Commission. 


The foregoing cooperative agreement was authorized by the Fish and 
Game Commission in a meeting held June 3, 1963, a copy of which minutes 
were available to the committee for examination. 


The committee also had before it a photographic copy of the claim 
presented by the Montana Centennial Train and World’s Fair Commission 
to the Fish and Game Commission dated November 16, 1968, which was 
executed by Howard T. Kelsey, the Director of the Montana Centennial 
Train and World’s Fair and which was in the amount of $18,269.00. It was 
substantiated by an itemized list of expenditures under the heading “Ex- 
penses currently being incurred on Trout Pond at World’s Fair, Montana 
Exhibition,” as follows:

This claim was approved by the Fish and Game Commission. 


From the information available to the committee, said sum of $18,- 
269.00 was then made available to the Montana Centennial Train and World’s 
Fair. Additional information available to the committee proved that a 
building was actually built on the site of the World’s Fair. That, however, 
because of technical difficulties, set forth in full in the House of Representa- 
tives’ investigation of the Centennial Train, the building was never used for 
its original purpose, but rather was converted into a concession stand with 
the Fish and Game Commission being given no credit and no refund for the 
expenditure of these funds. 


Under the existing law in the State of Montana, it is the opinion of your 
committee that the claim, as presented, was improper and illegal in form. 
Under the provisions of Section 26-123, R.C.M. 1947 and Section 82-109.1, 
the procedure for handling claims against the State of Montana, or its agen- 
cies, is set forth. It is the opinion of your committee that, had said pro- 
cedure been followed, the expenditure of this money, above referred to, 
would be vouchered to show in what manner the funds were actually spent, 
rather than as now avpears that the expenditure was authorized for an 
anticipated expense which never materialized. 


It is further the opinion of your committee that, prior to expenditure of 
the Fish and Game funds for the purpose of constructing a building to use 
as a concession stand, that the Fish and Game Commission should have been 
so informed and asked specifically to approve these expenditures, which, in 
the opinion of your committee, they could not legally do. 


It is further the opinion of your committee that this entire matter was 
handled in a most unbusinesslike manner and in particular that, before large 
expenditures of money were made, the first matter that should have been 
determined was the type of water available at the World’s Fair. When it 
was determined that the water was too highly chlorinated and additional 
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expenditures were needed to purify the water, this matter should have been 
referred to the Fish and Game Commission for further action and perhaps 
complete elimination of the project. 


In conclusion, your committee finds that the laws applicable would have 
fully protected the public if they had been followed. 


And that Senate Resolution No. 4 be adopted.

ais Satine OF THE SENATE AMENDING CERTAIN JOINT 
RULES. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That a new joint rule be adopted to read as follows: 


“All bills reported out of a committee of the legislative assembly 
having an effect on the revenues, expenditures, or fiscal liability of the 
state, except appropriation measures carrying specific dollar amounts, 
shall include a fiscal note incorporating an estimate of such effect. Fiscal 
notes shall be requested by the presiding officer of either house, who 
shall determine the need for the note at the time of introduction. 


“The State Budget Director, in cooperation with the agency or agencies 
affected by the bill, is responsible for the preparation of the fiscal note 
and shall return same within six (6) days. 


“A completed fiscal note shall be submitted by the Budget Director 
to the presiding officer who requested it, who shall refer it to the com- 
mittee considering the bill. If the bill is printed, the note shall be mimeo- 
graphed and placed on the members’ desks. 


“Fiscal notes shall, where possible, show in dollar amounts the esti- 
mated increase or decrease in revenues or expenditures, costs which may be 
absorbed without additional funds, and long-range financial implications. 
No comment or opinion relative to merits of the bill shall be included; 
however, technical or mechanical defects may be noted. 


“A fiscal note also may be requested on a bill before the thirty-sixth 
day, and on an amendment before the forty-ninth day, by 


(1) A committee considering the bill, or 


(2) A majority of the members of the house in which the bill is to 
be considered, at the time of second reading. 


“The Budget Director shall make available on request to any member 
of the legislative assembly all background information used in developing 
a fiscal note.” 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that Joint Rule 8-5 be amended to read 
as follows: 


“8-5. (1) A joint rule may be repealed or amended only with the 
concurrence of both houses, under the procedures adopted by each house 
for the repeal or amendment of its own rules. (2) A joint rule governing 
the procedure for handling bills may be temporarily suspended by the

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


The following resolution was received and read: 


SENATE RESOLUTION NO. 22 
Introduced by Legislative Administration Committee. 


Be It Resolved that in compliance with Senate Resolution No. 7 direct- 
ing the Legislative Administration Committee of the 39th Legislative As- 
sembly to make a study of the Senate employees, duties, salaries, and forms 
used in pursuit thereof the following changes are recommended: 


(1) That the Senate mailing room be dispensed with and the joint 
mailing to serve the Senate and House be continued under the direction of 
a supervisory mailing clerk, paid jointly by the Senate and House; said 
clerk responsible only to the Joint Legislative Administration Committees 
of the Senate and House. The supervisory mailing clerk shall be solely re- 
sponsible for cross-checking the mailing to constituents by Legislators of 
_ printed bills to insure no duplicate mailings. 


(2) Requests for mailing printed house and senate bills to constitu- 
ents must be presented during the first ten days of the session, in dupli- 
cate. Legislator to retain one copy of requests to avoid duplication them- 
selves. The mailing list is set up on large sheets of perforated, gummed 
labels, easily reproduced in printed form as long as no changes are made. 
Constant changes and additions slow procedure and invite error. 
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(3) Senate Enrolling and Engrossing rooms shall be set up under the 
direction of a supervisory clerk who shall be responsible to the Bills Com- 
mittee chairman. It shall be the duty of this clerk to equalize the work 
load between these two rooms and generally oversee and aid with the oper- 
ation of both. There shall be an assistant in each room responsible to this 
clerk for the operation of her respective room. The supervisory clerk shall 
be paid more than her assistants and assistant enrolling and engrossing 
- clerks shall be paid more than typists in these departments. Typists in en- 
rolling may, at the discretion of the supervisory clerk, be paid $1.00 per 
day more than regular typists; proofreaders in enrolling and engrossing 
room may, at the discretion of the supervisory clerk, be paid $1.00 more 
per day than the regular proofreaders. Typists in the engrossing room may, 
at the discretion of the supervisory clerk, be paid $1.00 per day more than 
regular typists. 


(4) Recommend that the Legislative Council in their consideration of 
House Joint Resolution No. 18 devise a method of proofing bills against the 
codes and checking them for proper form immediately after introduction. 
Errors are sometimes not noticed until engrossing or enrolling clerks catch 
them. This should not be their responsibility. 


(5) The Legislative Administration Committee shall instruct the 
compilation of standard operation procedure sheets for each department for 
use in future sessions to be used in addition to orientation programs during 
the first week to acquaint attaches with the proper method of handling 
their respective jobs, conducted by department heads. Committee secretaries 
and stenographers should spend as much time as possible on the rostrum 
observing when not otherwise engaged, helping the bills clerk and her as- 
sistant. As a result, they would understand much better the proper form 
for typing committee reports and amendments. All those who may be 
called upon to assist in the enrolling and engrossing rooms should be re- 
quired by their supervisor to spend some slack time early in the session 
acquainting themselves with the procedures in these rooms. 


(6) The steno pool should be supplied with a legal size file cabinet and 
a set of codes. Typewriters should all be of the same make, style and type 
size so that work can be parcelled out without the necessity for retyping 
just for type uniformity. This should also carry through for enrolling and 
engrossing. Joint Rule 6-24 states that typing may be done with “pica or 
elite type’; however, it is bad to mix the styles and size of type within a 
department. 


(7) Legislators and attaches amending bills should be informed to 
amend by subsection instead of section, where possible, to avoid unneces- 
sary retyping. When the Codes are worked on as directed by this session in 
House Joint Resolution No. 18, long sections should be broken into sub- 
sections to enable faster, more accurate amending. If the Codes are not 
redone before the next session, there should be a constitutional amendment 
to enable the amending of a long section other than by copying the entire 
section. Legislators, the law clerk and any others responsible for the proper 
form of bills introduced, should break new laws into subsections. 


(8) The Legislative Administration Committee of a previous session 
should be empowered to select a supply clerk and secretary three days before 
the session convenes to have supplies on hand in the sergeant’s office before 
and ready for the first legislative day. Packets should be made up and 
placed on the Senators’ desks, consisting of pencils, pens, note pads, tablets, 
forms necessary to obtain needed supplies, forms to fill out for mailing to 
constituents and a blank piece of Senate stationery to be made up for per- 
sonalized Senate stationery. Senators’ packets for the next year can be at 
least partially assembled by the sergeant’s office from supplies on hand 
toward the end of the current session in preparation for the next session. 


(9) Senators, especially newly elected ones, should be apprised of 
their sponsorship responsibilities shortly after their election by the Secre- 
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tary of State. The tried and true custom of the Senate hiring each Senator’s 
“first choice” has resulted in past years in a lot of “dead wood.” A Senator 
should be responsible for knowing whether or not the attache he sponsors is 
capable of doing the job he sponsors him/her for. The Legislative Adminis- 
tration Committee should review attaches periodically to drop any attache 
not performing satisfactorily in his/her job or not needed any longer. 


(10) Senators should always secure a second sponsor for their bills so 
that the enrolling report may be approved in the event of the primary spon- 
sor’s absence. 


(11) Department bills should be required to be submitted the first 
week in the session in order to be considered thoroughly by the Senators. 
The high cost of printing these large bills makes this necessary and is one 
of the reasons the printing process of the Legislature should be studied. 
Consideration should be given to the acquisition of a collator for the as- 
sembling of mimeographed material. 


(12) Senators should fill out the printed slip on long-distance phone 
calls. It is an impossible job to check these out as it now stands and only 
things pertaining to the official duty of the Legislators should be charged to 
the state unless approved by the Legislative Administration Committee. 


(18) With the permission of the Majority Floor Leader and at the 
request of the chairman of the Legislative Administration Committee, the 
secretary to the Majority Floor Leader, or any other available attache of 
the chairman’s choice, may serve as secretary for the Legislative Adminis- 
pee Committee, reminding said committee of different things to be con- 
sidered. 


(14) If no other remodeling is done, the barrel room, east of the 
enrolling room, should be partitioned off as was done on the west side. 
The enrolling room has good heat, light and privacy, but should have a coat 
of paint and a quieter, cleaner floor. The barrel room needs a portable 
heater or adequate heat from the fan on the west side of the barrel room. 


(15) The enrolling room should be able to order a consistently good 
quality of carbon paper, typewriter ribbons and linen paper locally, instead 
of having to order from Great Falls or Denver. It should be in a sufficient 
quantity to last the entire session and, if a quantity is left over, this should 
be labeled with the enrolling room’s name and stored (Joint Rules 3-8, 
subsection 1 (c)) by the controller, who should deliver it back automatically 
to the enrolling room in readiness for the beginning of the next session. 


(16) Each department should set up kits of the standard supplies used 
in their office and of the papers, etc., left toward the end of the session. 
These will be stored by the controller and delivered back to each department 
before the session begins. 


(17) Based upon the purchases of this session maintained in the 
sergeant at arms office, supplies should be ordered in quantities large 
enough to cover the entire session, rather than in costlier numerous small 
amounts. 


(18) Senate Standing Committee report forms should be made up 
with snapout carbons and onion skin copies so that more than 4 legible 
copies could be made. This will cut down the time spent retyping amend- 
ments on the rostrum. 


(19) There are several other form revisions too numerous to mention 
which have been recommended by attaches and legislators primarily con- 
cerned with using them. 


(20) Senate stationery should delete the date line, as it is always 
necessary to change the type writer margins to put the date in. 


(21) Department heads should recommend form revisions deemed 
necessary at the end of each legislative session. These are to be turned in 
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to the secretary of the Legislative Committee, to be given to the sergeant 
at arms, who will inform the proper department responsible for ordering 
supplies for the Legislature. 


(22) Supervisory employees of the Senate shall turn in to the Legis- 
lative Administrative Committee a list of attaches serving the current ses- 
sion satisfactorily for consideration in subsequent sessions. 


(23) Senate Resolutions should have a stencil cut and distributed, as 
with bills and should be carried on the status sheet. Rules Committee sec- 
retary could be responsible for seeing the proper number of copies of resolu- 
tions are prepared for distribution by the secretary of the Senate. 


(24) During the Legislative session, the heat in the building should 
not be turned off at 5 p.m. as many committees meet far into the night. 
Better post office service on Saturday during the session must be provided. 


(25) The Majority Floor Leader’s office needs an adequate legal size 
file, which may be locked. The secretary’s desk also needs to be repaired 
or replaced. 


(26) State offices should supply the sergeant at arms of both Houses 
with home phone numbers of heads and supervisors of their respective de- 
partments.
